Then the 93 Creator thought it good to leave 
his glorious Torone f Justice, and his Fatherly condition 
to the Elect, and transmute himself into his own created 
nature in Adam, -which was human Nature, animated 
with divine faith, that fell in Adam his own'son; and 
took His own part, in His own creation; and kept the 
Law of Faith, which no one but the Fountain of Faitb 
could do, it being of that harmless innocent nature, 
and He had his portion of temptation and persecution, ' 
which ended in death, by or from ahe hands of the sons 
of Reason. 
- Again, I would not have any one think the glorious 
Diving: Majesty came to walk through the moral law, 
which is cherubical, or of angels; because that is the 
law of Reason, for God took not on him the nature 
«of angels,” which is the nature of Reason, and of 
consequence not its law; neither had he any thing to 
do with that lat and priesthood, for that was given forth 
by Moses who was the anointed cherubim according to his

For the LORD GOD of Haven was incapable to take 


the nature of Reason on him; for if He had took that

Faith in the souls of his Elect, that he himself would 
become a Son, the God of Mercy, and restore them to 
his Heavenly Kingdom by this his divine and powerful act 
of Mercy; and this holy communion, by the spirit of 
Faith in the souls of the Elect, with the FOUN- 
TAIN of Faith and Mercy, far transcends the cherubical 
inspiration; why? because one ends in Death under 
Justice, and the other leads to Mercy and Life eternal:

Christ, the more angry is Reason; for the sacred divine 

Truth of Jesus, appears blasphemy to the spirit of 

Reason; and the Messenger is condemned for blas- 

_ by the spirit of Reason; and all the Elect that 
ollow witnessing to the truth of the declaration, and 

bringing forth the fruits of Faith unto God, they also 

will have the mock and jeers of Reason, and be spoke 

evil of; for the lying envious spirit of Reason cannot 
speak the truth concerning Faith; but this always Was 
when the voice of God was on earth, and always will be; 
therefore blessed is he that hath Faith and patience to 
overcome thoſe things, it being the works of Faith to 
follow CHRIST, and his reward is the KINGDOM

bearken to the voice of Reason, and he fulfilled that law, 
and in that he fulfilled all, to redeem his Elect ; for God 
took not on bim the nature of angels, which is Reason; 
and of consequence not that law: Therefore whosoevet 
thinks Christ took on him the moral law to keep that, 
are greatly mistaken, for he had nothing to do with it, 
but to leave Reason behind, under it, unto judgment, 
Further, If CHRIST had not come, Moses's law 
would have ended in death; but Christ went through 
the power of death into a merciful and glorious life, and 
2 himself the power of a resurrection, to raise 
is Elect from death to a new and glorious life, and be 
glorified with the glorious fre 15 aith to live in HIS 
royal presence in all eternity: Th 
will take men from time to eternity; which also brings 
punishment on the souls and bodies of the reprobate in 
all eternity, for the internal angel in justice has full 
wer to seal the soul under death, and there for ever 
eep it in the second death. uy | 
Also when CHRIST was on earth he owned the law 
to be given of GOD to Moses, and God spake to Moses 
in the Busb; then by his death, and Resurrection, he 
caused justice (according to the law of Moses to take 
place in eternity; and in this Christ fulfilled that Law, 
because through him the justice of that law takes place 
in eternity: Therefore Jesus said, „Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot, or one tittle, shall in no wise pass 
from the law till all be fulfilled,” 5. e. them that 5

us the coming of Christ 
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left behind, by the holy spirit of Jesus, the Law is ful. 
led in them in eternity; and them that follow Jesus in 
Spirit, the law is fulfilled in them in Time; because they 
must come through it in all obedience to that Law and 
priest bond: Henceforth the Elect may know the way to 
Mercy is through Justice; neither can any one be truly 
convinced of the declaration of mercy, but must know 
the power of justice within themselves, therefore it is 
from the righteous fruits of Faith, that proceeds all true 
obedience to God (according to bis divine justice) and 
the true Prayer of Faith, for his divine Mercy, by 
which he is graciously pleased by his divine assistance 
from HEAVEN, to bring the soul through Justice, and 
give him ꝓpiritual Birth, and regenerate him to his holy 
covenant of grace and mercy, and seal him for his 
GLORIOUS KINGDOM ; then the law is fulfilled in 
that soul. because he is passed from death to life; and 
the first heaven and earth is passed away, and the soul is 
entered into the new heaven of grace, even in this 
earthly body, and dies in the bed of mercy to be raised 
to glory, and this is the righteousness that exceeds the 
righteousness of the scribes and pharisees ; for CHRIST 
said, Except your righteousness exceed the righteous» | 
ness of the scribes and pharisees, ye shall in no case 
* enter the kingdom of heaven.” | 
Again, The Fruits of Faith is mercy and love; but 
the Fruits of Reason is anger and hatred, and according 
to his own evil spirit, will give judgment, therefore 
Christ forbids any anger to be amongst brethren : and 
also says, that Whosoever shall say thou fool, shall be 
ein danger of hell-fire,” z. e. to condemn the prayer 
of obedience, and the divine truib of Christ as foolish- 
ness, and the man a fool for following it. 1 
Further, If a man shall protess any letter or declara- 
tion, and Anger dwells in his soul, that man never has 
offered the true incense of Reason, to have God's justice 
stayed on himself; than much less to have offered the 
prayer f Faith; for where Anger dwells that soul has

not been accepted of GOD; | nay, never will, without 
he can put anger away free of excuse, and truly repent. 
of that evil: Also Reason will conceive evil against his 
brother, and this evil will grow strong, until it comes 
forth in judgment, unto condemnation against his bro- 
ther: for Reason ignorantly thinks the evil is in his 
brother, but all the while the evil is in himself, for Rea- 
son is sealed under death unto wrath, by the internal 
angel in justice, and from this spirit comes out his 
wrathful condemnation : Therefore the same degree of 
judgment he metes to his brother, is measured to him 
again; for Reason can bring forth nothing but spiritual 
lies which declares his own condemnation before the holy 
spirit; therefore Jesus said (Matt. x1.) “O generation 
<« of vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things, 
c for out of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
« speaketh.” ; Ry 
Again, Jesus in his lamb-like innocent, merciful, and 
faithful utterance of his holy Gospel, teaches bis disciples 
the pure innocent acts, or fruits of Faith by which the 
soul is to enter the Kingdom of Heaven: Therefore He 
said to his disciples, * Swear not at all, neither by hea- 
e yen for it is God's throne, nor by the earth for it is 
« his footstool ; neither by Jerusalem, for it is the city 
« of the great King,” i. e. men should make no private 
resolutions, or public declarations of what they would 
do in time to come, seeing they have it not in their 
power to perform any thing but evil ; also Reason by 
his imagination on the bare Letter of the Scripture, will 
declare or swear his is the true Faith that leads to God, 
and teach and preach the salvat ion of God and of Christ, 
by or according to this Imagination, and say it is of 
God; and some has said from tlus spirit they had or 
have the Assurance of eternal life, which is swearing 
falsely in the name of God : Further Reason will Yow 
certain things which tends to evil, and bring themselves 
under the law, and if he perform them he will reap the 
evil, and if he do not, he is found a liar by the _ 
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of his-own law before whom he mare: (This man will 
do, yet may scruple to declare what he knows to be 
truth, before a magistrate) Or in any thing that man 
shall say to himself, or of himself, what. he will do on 
the morrow, is evil; for he has no power to perform, 
and even if permitted, it will attend to some evil to 
himself; therefore, it is best for Reason not to wear, 
nor make Vous, but leave the current of life to the will 
and power of God; for in the sight of God, this is 
gtearing by yourself, which is equal with, or worse than 
Prophane swearing, which must be discommended; for 
r man cannot make one hair of his head white or black 
Therefore jesus said (Matt. v. 37.) „But let your 
* communication be yea, yea, and nay, nay; for what- 
&* Soever is more than those cometh of evil :”* i. e, elect 
men must hearken to Jesus, and that will bring the soul 
to an innocent Child lite condition, for Faith to be 
born from its womb, to produce its righteous fruits to 
follow him; then they must be taught bythim, and not 
by emulation; for if they put themselves forward, it is 
by the spirit of Reason, and that act and communion 
is of evil. 3 | x 
Further, (as aforesaid) God left his glorious throne of 
justice, and became flesh to become the God of mercy ; 
and his holy covenant is grace and mercy, and the Fruits 
of Faith is mercy ; Therefore HE said unto his disciples 
e They should not resist evil,” for if Reason would, let 
him mite betb cheeks ; and © If man would Su at law 
and take thy coat, let him have cloak also, and give 
eto him that ask, and him that would borrow, turn 
* not away, and love your enemy, for if we love one 
% another only, the world do the same ;"” therefore 
(Luke vi.) Jesus said, © But I say unto you wWwh:ch hear, 
love your enemies, do good for them which hate you: 
Ness them that curse you, and pray for them that des- 
« pitefully use you,” for the mighty merciful Act of 
Jesus was to call his. Elect, and redeem them to himself, 
then by those fruits they must follow ham ; and Rouge

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which cannot follow, is left behind under Justice; 
therefore would not hurt them in this Liſe, which is 
their kingdom; and this is according to his divine nature 
which is Faith and Mercy. | DST, 
Moreover, Jesus Said to his disciples, When thou 
&« dost thy alms, let it be in secret, for God knoweth 
the Secret charitable heart through Faith, and he will 
reward them: Therefore, Blessed is that man that is 
charitable for Faith's sake, for he will be rewarded from 
Heaven : Now, when the fruits of Faith 1s active in the 
soul it ascends to God in gecret, therefore Christ said, 
<« Your Father knoweth what things ye need before ye 
ce ask him: And HE also taught the true Prayer of 
Faith, which is this, OUR FATHER which art in 
« heaven, hallowed be thy name,” . e. Faith directs 
its prayer to Heaven for God's divine as5stance to help 
the spirit of Faith through the powers of Reason, Sin, 
Death, and Hell, that his boly name may be glorified 
by the fruits of obedience, and the righteous fruits of 
Faith in the Elect, and that the kingdom of Christ ma; 
shine in the glory of mercy : Thy kingdom come, 
1. e. God's kingdom ; for Christ is mercy, which Faith 
prays in spirit it may come to: Thy will be done in 
« earth, as it is in heaven,” which is, Faith truly sub- 
mits in prayer to the prerogative will of GOD, to be 
disposed of as HE is graciously pleased: © Give us this 

day our daily bread,” f. e. he will be gracious] 
leased to send his inshining light from heaven, which 
is spiritual bread to Faith; and also to give natural 
bread, or if he please the bread of affliction: © And 
forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors,” 4. e. 
Faith is of that meek innocent nature, that it prays for 
its own forgrveness, as that forgives, then of consequence 
it is in Love, Merry, and Charity with the whole world: 
e And lead us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
© evil,“ i. e. let us not be carried away by the fempra- 
tion of Reason into his kingdom, for his kingdom, and 
there perish with his kingdom, now tins evil Faith 
5 N prays 
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prays to be delivered from: For the kingdom of God 
“is the kingdom of mercy, power, and glory, for ever, 
* Amen. Ibis is the true prayer of Faith; and if it 
is but ewly born from its womb, the motion. or desire 
of the spirit is this, Lord, I pray thee, help me to 
* pray.” Now the spirit of Reason may repeat this 
Prayer from the Letter, but that Incense never can as- 
cend to the divine Majesty, Why ? because it is con- 
trary to its nature: But from the motions or the desires 
of the spirit in the gecret (Closet of the soul is the prayer 
of Faith, which is the golden incense that ascends up to 
heaven before Gd. 3 ' 

Again, By these fruits of Faith the soul follows 
Christ, who came to quicken Faith, and gather his Elect 
for his glorious kingdom; and he went through the 
powers of Reason and never hearkened to it, but Jef? 
it behind in its vain glory unto judgment: So a man 
must leave the whole world to fo/low Jesus, as one given 
to HIM out of the world; and his prayer of Faith 
ascends before the DIVINE MAJESTY/;; and his 
treasure is laid up in HEAVEN, where no 7Zhieves can 
break through and steal; for he is a wise man in Faith, 
who has built his House on @ Roch: but the world: must 
be leſt behind for this; therefore Jesus said (Luke xiv.) 
If a man come unto me, and hate not his fat her and 
«* mother, and his wife and children, and brethren and 
ce sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot be my 
« disciple.“ | : 

Again, When the Spirit of Reason rules over the soul 
of man, he will keep the man in his own kingdom let 
him profess either first, second, or third Declaration, 
and Reason will fill the soul so full of employ after the 
folly of this Forld, and with covetousness to uphold 
this Kingdom, to live after the manner of Reason's 
fashion, that the man is an intire slave if he did but 
know it :—Als0 this spirit will a/lure the man in this 
busy World, that scripture and religion is become hardly 
worthy the name of a servant, and the hung Spirit of 

| Reason 
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Reason is become his Priest, and will fill the soul with 80 


many excuses, that there is little else to be found in him. 


Further, Reason will Keep the soul in spiritual drunk- 
enness, so that he shall wallow in the sottish mire of this 
world, that when the soul is invited to worship God, or 
to the kingdom of heaven, Reason, he is so full of bu- 
siness in this world that he has not time to come, there- 
fore will excuse himself, and seek his peace in that Excuse; 
and if he is shewed the Letter, or told the Mord, he 


will say it is right and true, but instead of “ striving to 


« enter in at the gate, he will fly back to bis on Cen- 
ter, like unto a bended spring when let go, and say 
he has great incumbrance in the world, and must do 
ce it because it is his duty,” and I say let him; therefore 
let Reason do his duty in and for his Kingdom, and 
Faith do his duty for his Kingdom : Now this is the 
right Eye, which is the Eye of Reason in the soul, and

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Now bor n diets his holy Cone is „ame 
3 abroad, so that multitudes of people came, and 
many followed him, for HE declared the Peace of Sal- 
vation unto his Elect ; and also called them out of cap- 
tivity, * heal the sick, make the lame walk, the dumb 
speak, the blind see, raise the dead, Kc.“ "This he 
did by the power of Faith: And the Elect of Old was 
very desirous to live in those days; and I do confess it 
was a release to the seed of Reason that followed, for 
this is to be understood, that many followed for the 
outward Word or Declaration, for Jesus called them 
from the outward ceremonial M orsbip, according to the 
Law which was a burthen, for they was obliged to bring 
in their offerings, oblations, and tythes, according to 
the Lat f Moses, and attend to, and obey the Cere- 
© monies, but by following of Jesus they 0 eased of that 
burthen, and left to their own will. | 

And Reason when it had transformed itself to follow 
Jesus it was suffered to preach the word, nay, even do 
Miracles in the Name of JESUS, as Judas did; for 
Reason is very fond of subjecting the devil, dy the 

power of the Word in another; and at the same time 
— not the Aerious of his 'own : Also Reason is very 
fond of external miracles, and more so when he bear 
the name of a Disciple ot him that works them; yet 
Reason would oftimes shew himself to Jesus by coveting 
and murmur: But as Jesus came in Mercy, his most 
merciful ꝙꝓirit suffered them to follow the outward Word, 
for when John said e Master we saw one casting out 
« devils in thy Name, and he followed not us, and we 
&« forbad him, (Mark ix. 39.) But Jesus said Forbid 
* him not, for there is no man which shall do a miracle 
« in my Name, that can lightly speak evil of me; for 
« he that is not against us is on our part,” This, is

according to the outzward Word which was to be declared 
abroad; and the seed of | eason that followed Jesus for 
the outward word and Miracle would not be against him, 
$0 as to persecute him, nor hetray hin, until his my 
was come, and so far they were on his part. 
Further, Jesus being in Mercy, had .compassion on 
the seed of Reason, whenever any of them found they 
were wanting his help, and in obedience to him, come 
and asked him to do it, for his fame spread abroad by 
the glorious miracles he did, that many who were infirm 
were desirous to be healed; and as he had healed $0 
many, it did in great measure take off doubt; therefore 
(Mark ix.) when “the man brought unto Jesus his 
« son, which had a dumb spirit, and Jesus asked the 
« father how long since it came upon him? and he said 
from a child, ver. 22.) but if thou canst do any 
thing, have compassion on us, and help us: Jesus 
« said unto him, if thou canst believe,” all things are 
possible to him that believeth: And the father of the 
« child said, with tears, Lord, I believe, help thou mine 
« unbelief;” which was .a prayer of obedience ; and 
TESUS had compassion on the CES and child, and he 
was healed by the merciful power of CHRIST : Also 
(Luke xvii.) where ten men met Jesus who were Lepers, 
and they lift up their voices and said“ Jesus, Master, 
have mercy on us; and he said unto them Go shew 
« yourselves to the priest,“ and as they went they were 
cleansed, and one of them when be gar that he wwas healed, 
turned back, and with a loud voice Glorified God and be 
fell down on his face at his feet giving bim thanks ; and be 
was a Samaritan | and Jesus Said ©. were there not tes 
« cleansed, but where are the nine? there are not found 
* that returned to give glory to God, save this stranger. 
Now him that returned to give thanks and glory to

Fiurther, the miracles of Jesus was done by the power 
of Faith; and as men was external healed by the power 
of Jesus, it was to shew forth the internal soul and spi- 
rit of Faith by him would be healed, and raised * ry 
for the Kingdom of Heaven ; therefore Christ's Declara- 
tion and Miracles had a two-fold opcratipn, i. e. the 
. outward declaration and miracle is taken by the seed and 
spirit of Reason, and with it they will go their own way; 
but the internal miracle and declaration takes the seed 
of Faith into the royal Priesthood of CHRIST, and 
then to his glorious kingdom; (see Luke viii. 2.) where 
you may find it written, Mary, called Magdalen, out 
5 of whom went seven devils * this woman was not 
only externally healed to the sight of men, but became 
internally healed to the sight of God also, because sbe 
followed bim in person and in spirit, for she did believe 
to his lik ing; this is one instance to the seed of Faith; 
and the nine lepers who was externally healed, and went 
their way, not returning thanks to him that healed them, 
is one instance to the seed of Reason. 5 
Yea, The miracles of JESUS was very great and 
| mrs and done by the power of Faith and Prayer; 
or many of the seed of Faith was healed by the power 
of those miracles ; yet the external miracles in themselves 
was more to convince, or rather condemn, the seed᷑ of 
Reason, than it was to redeem the Elect; for if the 
Elect 


Elect had been bah healed only, they never had 
been redeemed ; for in the miracles they was but made 
whole according to creation, which plainly sbews HE 
was God the Creator: And raising the dead was bring- 
ing the Being back to this life, and must die again; 
But this also shews he had power to raise Faith from 
death to life in his royal prexthood, and would have 
power to raise the dead eternity; therefore in all 


those miracles GOD is greatly glorified in his 80 N, 


because Christ came in Mercy, and all that came to him, 


and would be healed, he healed by his declaration and 
miracles; and the Seed of Faith followed in spirit to be 


- internally healed. by the power of his internal' miracle, 
for the sake of the Kg bent of HEAVEN—but the 
 seed of Reason would be no more than external healed, 
and went their own Way in Spirit, for if they followed 
in person, it was for the sake of the outward Word and 
muracle. 


Moreover, 1 shall mention a miracle of JESUS, 5 


(Matt. xiv.) Where great multitudes followed bim out of 
the cities on foot, And Jesus went forth and saw a great 
* multitude, and was moved with compassion towards 
them, and healed their sick; and it was evening and 
ein a desart place, and his disciples said send the mul- 
* titude away that they may go and buy victuals, but 
* Jesus said, they need not depart: Then JESUS 
« commanded the multitude to sit down, and he took 
* the two fishes and five loaves, and looking up to hea- 
ven, he blessed, and brake, and gave the loaves to 
* his disciples, and his disciples to the multitude, and 
ce they did eat and were filled, and them that eat were 
ce five thousand men, beside women and children, and 
* the fragments that remained was took up and filled 
& twelve baskets.” This great miracle was to shew 
forth the power of the acts, and declaration of Jesus, 


to his Elect ; for although Faith fell under the power of 


death, and the soul actuated by the spirit of Reason, 


aud was under that law ; yet -Christ would raise Faith 


from 
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from death to life, and it through those powers, 
and regenerate it to his own likeness : For JESUS came 
and directed his voice to the-womb of Faith, and called 
his Elect to himself, and quickened 25 wit. of Faith 
into act, and offered up his prayer before FS THRONE 
for them, and redeemed them, and regenerated THEM 
to his holy covenant of grace, and sanctified them to 
enter his. Glorious. Kingdom; for when Jesus declared his 
Holy Gospel, and made his gracious promise to his Elect, 
and worked his glorious miracles, and uttered his holy 
parables, to display the likeness of the Ki ngdon of Hea- 
ven, this declaration i is made with words wt” outward 
Shew, but the internal and spiritual help of Christ, ac- 
cording to the word, by the mystical union of Faith 
comes to the Elect, and this divine assistance of Christ 
comes from heaven, and is that which taketh the soul 
to his spiritual and holy covenant of grace; then the 
soul by the /ively union of Faith, with the ꝓirit of Christ 
eats of the 'TREE OF LIFE, and 1s filled with the 
Tighteousness of Christ, for the Kingdom of Heaven; 
but the Letter or outwerd Word is left behind as a 
fragment, and given to the Seed of Reason, and that 
wall keep them tully employed on a spiritual account.

emulation, and then call that spirit, the spirit of God, 
for there he is found a Har before the internal angel in 
justice, for that is the spirit of the devil: Now the 
spirit of God guides to Light and Life, and the spirit 
of man guides to death and dar nes; therefore all of- 
ferings which is prayer, that is made to Christ by the 
spirit of Reason, is an abomination to him; but, as 1 
Said, the Letter is but a fragment or Garment winch the 
spirit left, and those men hose judgment is grounded 
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on different sayings in the Letter, they alhold-forthiand, 
H. here. is$alvation, which is casting lots upon the 
Letter, as they did at Christ's crucifixion (Mark xy. 24.) 
And when they had crucified him, they adm = 
« Germents casunę Lots upon them, what every m 
„ zhould take; and this thing the seed of Reue do 
by the Letter at this day... 

Further, When Jesus was on earth, as I 5aid, he came 
in Mercy, and his spirit is merciful for many followed 
him, and they brought them that were diseased (Matt. 
xiv.) © and besought him that they might only touch 
the hem of his garment; and as many as touched 
were made perfectly whole, for they drawed com- 
passion from Jesus, and Virtue went with compassion to 

eal the dises sed: Now when any one come to Jesus 
that was diseased and desired to be healed by touching the 
hem of his garment, it is no more than being made whole 
according to creation and Generation; but to be healed 

or made ⁊ubole according to Redemption, you must eat his 
FLESH, and d int his BLOOD ; therefore in the day 
of accompt, there will be found a great difference be- 
tween touching the hem of his Garment, and eating his 
Flesh and drinking his Blood; for I would have men 
understand that afl who were called by the declaration 
of Jesus, did not work the Works of Faith, neither 
will they all enter into the Marriage Feast. (Matt. ix. 37.) 
Then saith he unto his disciples, the harvest is truly 
« plenteous, but the labourers are few ;” and (xxil. 14.) 
For many are called, but few chosen.“

of the Law, received such a wound, that it never could 
be healed for man to have common peace again, but to 
transform himself into the Letter of Fezus. © 

Now when Fesus constrained bis disciples to get into & 
ship to go befere him, and the ship was tossed in the 
sea for the wind was contrary ; and about the fourth 
watch of the night, they saw Jesus walking on the 
© sea, and they were troubled, but Jesus answered, it is 
& J, be not afraid.” This Miracle of JESUS, his 
walking on the Sea, is to shew to the spiritual man, that 
Jesus by his miracles and declaration which he made by 
the power of Faith, was above, or waiked upon all the 

waters or powers of Reason, which is a 8a, but not 
the crystal Sea, or Waters of Faith; and sometimes 
this Sea or waters of Reason, was in a Calm, and some- 
times in great Trouble; i. e. this, the seed of Reason, 
that transformed themselves to follow Jesus for the out- 
ward Word and Miracle, in their souls the Vaters of 
Reason was in a Calm; but Christ must not be led 
aside by the temptation of Reason in that condition, not 
even in the Elect, as may be seen (Matt. xvi.) where 
Jesus said, “ He must go to Jerusalem and suffer many 
things of the elders, and chief priest, and be killed, 
and be raized again the third day; then Peter rebuked 
„him, saying, be it far from thee, Lord; here Peter, 
wit love to His master, not willing any harm should 
cocne tb biz spoke this, but it was from the spirit of 
Reason (for ser verse 23.) But he turned and said to 
Peter, get thee behind me Satan, for thou art an

« offence to me ; for thou savourest not the things that 
95 be of God, but those that be of man; therefore 
would not hearkeri to Reason, so as to be tempred by it: 
And those of the spirit of Reason that their Waters was 
troubled, sought to bring all manner of evil against him, 
and devour him, like the relentless Waves of a_ troubled 
Sea; yet HE walked on those Spiritual Waters by the 
power of Faith; for he never was tempted by the ins 
nuating spirit of Reason, nor drove out of his Way by 
the wrarbful spirit of Reason; and this is the Straight 
and narrow path he had to go, to gather the kingdom 
of Heaven to himself. 

Again, A declaration made by the sacred inspiration of 
Jesus, is a Message in the spiritual Covenant of Grace, 
1. e. Faith and Mercy; and them that would follow the 
Messenger, if they keep the Word of Faith and Patience 
according to the declaration, they never will sink into 
the Waters of Reason, so as to be drowned; for the 
Voice of God in the Messenger, may be likened toa Ship 
that sails on the natural sea, which is directed by God's 

providence to come gaſe 0 Land, through the midst of 
tempestuous waves, and whosoever abides in that ship, 
will also, come safe to Land; $0, in like manner, who- 
soever doth abide in the aforesaid Spiritual sbip will be 
brought through the zempeiruous sea of Reason, to the 
holy spiritual Birth and sauctification of CHRIST THE 
KING OF FAITH, to enter his glorious: kingdom : 
But if a man through emulation should think himself 
more wise than the Messenger in some things, and be 
tempted aside from the Messenger, or if a man through 
his distress of mind, on any occasion, should think he 
may go à little aside, now in either of those things they |

This was to shew that all 
power and inspiration of Faith, belong to Christ the 
KING of GLORY ; for this miracle was done by the 
power of Faith in Jesus, and Peter was let to know 
that he must ink without the help of Jesus, for al- 
though Peter was in no more than a convinced state, yet 
Jesus was here at hand to help him; but now, Jesus is 
ascended into heaven, and it must be the true Prayer of 
Faith, to reach him for his divine assistance; also when 
a man is inspired by Jesus, and zent forth in the holy 
covenant of Grace and Mercy, and those men that 
follow the Messenger in spirit will find his assistance is 
wanted at times, for the Messenger must walk on the 
waters, according to his Message he is sent on; but he 
stands before the Throne, so as to offer the prayer, of 
Faith, for Christ's divine assistance, to help him through 
the tempestuous Storms of Reason. . 
Further, at this day this Miracle is to the internal 
spirit of Faith in the Elect, for Faith has the power of 
Reason to wade through, to get master of the soul, and 
sometimes Reason will be Calm in order to tempt the 
soul, and sometimes it will be in such a violent Storm 
in the soul, as if it would drown, or devour the man:

to follow the spirit of Reason, and also bring in vain 
excuses, to excuse themselves in evil, and seeking after 
this world, which is making their Belly their god; and 
those rares that o themselves into any declaration that 
come from Heaven, under the attribute of divine mercy, 
the Elect are ro MMC. 2 
Moreover, There is this evil spirit of Reason in the 
Elect, that was sown by the enemy, as I said before; 
this also the Elect mut WATCH, for this is the great 
Enemy of all, because this will keep your own spirit of 
Faith back from following CHRIST, if possible: 
Now this is a Plant that God the heavenly Father (to the 
Elect) did not plant in the souls of his Elect ; therefore 
Jesus said to his disciples (Matt. xv.) © Every plant 
which my heavenly Father hath not planted, shall be 
* rooted'up,” . e. the voice of Jesus centers to the 
womb or seed of Faith in the souls of his - Elect, and

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Fives birth to a virgin daughter, which I call the SPiri- 5 


tuaf daughter of Faith or of Hrael, and she has to wade

power of Reason is a three-fold enemy to them; i. e.

Also there is of the seed 
of Reason that will transform themselves into your own 
declaration, and declare themselves your brother in 
Christ, and at the same time tempt you from him; and

Further as I have said, When JES Us uttered his | 
holy gospel of peace and mercy, he had the womb, or 
seed of Faith in the souls of his Elect to work upon, 
which is the garden or good ground that HE owed in 
creation: then there was the Voice of G00, which is 
the utterance of pure divine Faith; ; 50wed in Faith, 
which was in a fallen state, yet capable of hearing the 
voice of Gods which was goed 4s 4 grain of mustard 
seed, to raise Faith from death ; to life, for the redemp- 
tion and salvation of his Elect, and to recover his lost 
kingdom again in mercy, to himself: Thus JESUS

Frael, and salvation could not be had but through 
HIM; this being done by a MAN who was in zweakness 
and Shame, in the eye of Reason, and his language con- 
trary to their imagination; this seed being on in and 
among the world, it appeared very mall in the eye of 
Reason, nay impossible to be, therefore treated him with 
contempt and scorn; but this Small Seed fell into his

1 as I have said, no man can make any de- 
claration or promise, without words, on this earth, 
therefore when the word is spoken by the Messenger of 
GOD, the ꝓirit of that word centers to Faith in the 
Elect, but the 4are word is but a fragment, what the 
spirit has left Behind: Also the spirit comes from JESUS 
in glory, according to promise to his Elect, and heals 
them, but the bare word or Letter is a fragment, what 
the spirit has left behind to others: Also man must be 
born in spirit to the mystical union and spiritual com- 
munion with Christ, to know the mystery of the king - 
dom of heaven, by the word 5poke, for the bare word or

seed of Reason can put what constructions (on the 
letter) they please: Now I would have the Elect. un- 
derstand this, when any man (or men) is inspired by 
God himself from heaven, that man can, by the power 
of Faith, enquire of God, because the spirit of God is 
active in the soul of such a man, but when this man 
dies the spirit is withheld, and the letter is but a frag- 
ment without the spirit; now it remains in the will of 
the DIVINE MAJESTY, when he will be graciously 
pleased to send again, i. e., to inspire a man, with his

Again, Many men who has lodged themselves in the 
declaration, has gone forth and preached in the name of 
Jesus, and according as they find different sayings they 
differ in judgment for want of heavenly knowledge, thus 
on the off- set their imagination is divided concerning 
Christ, for some will have him all influence, and no per- 
son, —others will have him all person, and no influence, 
but the outward word or bare letter, — others will have 
him the second person in the trinity, others will have 
their czwn imagination on the letter, to be the influence 
or spirit of Christ: Also in the salvation of Christ they 
equally differ; some will have the light of Christ within 
to guide them, but will own no glorified personal Christ 
without them (therefore whereunto is this light to 

them) : others say their "4 in the letter is — 
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for them, rithout prayer- or the influence of Christ 
from heaven, and by that say they have the assurance 
of eternal hfe,—others will B. have free- will, -and others 
free-grace ; but if men will ask for grace they may have 
it, which is the same thing as à man to be saved by his 
oron free- will: Also there is others who say, Christ died 
to save the whole world, and all may or will be saved 
Thus men by their evil imagination will divide Christ 
according to their own will; and .invoke him by his 
holy Naine-to own their goings out of the spirit of Rea- 
son on the Letter, which is to invoke him to be a servant 
to the imagination of man's heart, which is evil, and 
this is making things according to the Will of man.

Again, When the disciples of JESUS eat. bread and 

drank wing with him in his life time, it was no more 
than an outzward Sign or confession, for there must be 
the internal and powerful works of Faith come -after, 
otherwise he is in danger of this saying (John xv.) 
“He that eateth bread with me, hath lifted up his 
heel against me.” Therefore when the apostles re-

This Mountain to be removed, is the power of sin, 
death, hell and justice, from the souls of the Elect, 
and by the poreer of Faith as a grain of mustard Seed i 
Now as I have said, CHRIST who 1s the king of Faith, 
he only has the essential spirit of Faith, and in him it 
is a full seed, by which he is able to compleat his al- 
mighty works, both in heaven and earth, as in the be- 
ginning he created Adam of his own divine nature, 
then there was Faith sown into Earth, and by generation 
has come forth many of that royal seed, who are the 
Sons of God ; also as aforesaid he became Man, and a 
brother with or to bis own Elect; and 1s recorded —_— 
them as the son of Abraham, according to the 

of Faith; so now he has worked — works — 
tion, and ascended into the high heaven of mercy.

Therefore when the Elect are called, and die from 
their gathered knowledge of Reason, and quickened into 
the knowledge of Faith, which. is their OWN by the 
voice of God in the Messenger and quickening power 
from heaven; then when the spiritual daughter is born, 
that man will enter into the spiritual compact and royal 
priest hood of Faith, which is the mystical union and 
Spiritual communion, by the spirit of Faith in them, 
with God their Fountain; and by this heavenly light, 
man will find himself to be full of darkness and death, 
and in the midst of the Vilds, temptations, oppressions 
and persecutions of Reason, not only without, but in 
their own soul, which is the worst of all, for it must be 
removed to inherit the SEAL of the king of Faith. 
Further, those Powers of death and bell being in the 
soul of man, and of- times acting forth with great power 
are those Mountains to be removed, which is impossible 
to be done according to Reason: but Faith being in 
the compact and priesthood of JESUS, and oppressed 
by those powers, it will er its Prayer, which ascends 
to heaven for divine assistance, i. e. the influence of the

Again, The Elect, when in the Compact of Faith, 
will at times have great fear, darkness, oppression, temp- 
tation, persecution, Sc. which proceeds from the con- 
sequence of Reason, death, hell, and justice in the soul 
of man, endeavouring to devour Faith if possible; for 
those are mountains in the soul of man and in Faith's 
way; now it is on the part of the Elect to seck the re- 
moval of those mountains, which is impossible to be done 
by or rage ang, Fac Reason, but to Faith it is posible; 

fect are in their own compact, and op- 
pressed by the power of Reason, then! if the soul can 
motion forth with prayer in love and union with his 
brethren, and. can, and will do, or suffer any thing. for 
the sake of the kingdom of heaven, in this royal priest- 
hood of Faith, having given up the kingdom and priest- 
hood of Reason, love his enemies, Sc. (not doubting, 
the priesthood of Faith, nor God's help from heaven) 
he will have the divine assistance from heaven, and this 
mountain will be removed by the power of Faith. 

Yea, it is the nature of Faith to Pray and not to faint, 
why? because it is very eager to work its way in spirit, as 
near its own Angel as possible, which is CHRIST in 
Glory, and while under justice offer at his royal feet, 
which is done by Prayer, to remove internal mountains 
out of the way: for as every Elect may be likened unto 
a grain of Faith, and for the kingdom of heaven ;. there- 
fore they must work the works of Faith, that those 
internal Mountains may be removed through their prayer 
and fasting ; 1. e. praying for God's divine assistance, and 
patiently waiting till it comes; for when Jesus is ers 
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pleased to make his royal priest hood known from his glo- 
rious throne to mortal man, to invite the Elect, his 
brethren, to enter in, that God should rule over Faith in 
them, by his divine incomes; the overflowing of his 
holy spirit, or the essential grain of Faith, is so trans- 
cendently powerful and glorious, that one glimpse will 
make impure Reason dissolve to chaos, if his divine will 
should move him; and also convert fallen Faith to his 
own will and pleasure: Therefore JESUS is KING and 
only ruler of Faith in his royal priesthood, for HIS holy 
spirit flows forth so infinite pure, glorious, and all power- 
ful in himself, that he can by his glorious wisdom send 
his divine assistance to Faith in man according to its need, 
or as it ask in prayer, by which Faith is helped ; and 
Faith will return gratetul thanks, which ascends to 

heaven; for Faith came from God in creation, and by 
bis ALMIGHTY POWER he redeemed that Faith; 
and Faith comes from God to help Faith through this 
sore journey of flesh ;—and Faith comes from God to 
give spiritual Birth to his holy covenant of grace, and 
scal the soul for his glorious kingdom; and returns to 
him again from the soul of man, in spirit; which is the 
Sweet incense that ascends to God: Thus it is Faith on 
Faith ; and Faith united to Faith, in Prayer, divine 
assistance, and thanksgiving ;—1. e. the incense of Faith 
ascends in prayer and thanksgiving to God, from Elect 
man; and divine assistance descends from God to Elect 
man; and this friendly mystical union is the priesthood 
of Faith, which leads to life eternal! Fr | 
Further, when elect man is entered into this royal 
priesthood by being born to it, and offering the true 
Prayer of Faith, which is the works of Faith; and 
when answered from heaven by the overflowings of the 
holy spirit of JESUS, which comes so sweet and infinite 
Pure, to the spirit of Faith in man, as if it would con- 
vert the soul to ALL divine purity ; and when the soul 
has tasted of this divine blessing, it is in a longing con- 
dition for, and mourning after more, and will seek to 
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get as near Jesus in spirit as possible, because it will 
make the soul speak the language of Faith, and pro- 
278 of his own salvation, which no one can do but 
y entering into this ROYAL PRIESTHOOD :; So 
the children of God must leave the whole world for this, 
that when they are oppresscd by the powers of death 
and hell in themselves, and offer the prayer of Faith, . 
and doubt not in this royal priesthood (for the union © 
Faith is so great between God and his children) that 
nothing will be impossible to them, for whatsoeyer they 
ASK in pure Faith hey will receive, and those Moun- 
tains will be removed. | 
Also, when the Elect are thus united in the royal 
priesthood, to work the works of Faith, to follozo Christ, 
then, what love will flow forth among brethren! for 
every one is seeking forgiveness ! and ready to forgive: 
Nay, even lay down their lives for each other ! (if occa- 
sion requires) why ? because this is the CHURCH of 
CHRIST, and he rules over them! therefore they must 
not be Separated ! © For (Jesus said) where two or three 
* are gathered together in my name, there am I in the 
* midst of them, i. e. when HIS divine assistance 15 
asked in Faith's Prayer, HE will answer by bis holy 
spirit from heaven; that the soul bal be assisted to 
work the works of Faith, in HIS ꝝnited CHURCH, 
to the great joy of the brethren : for as I said, it is on 
the part of the Elect to seek by prayer to remove the 
fumes of death and hell, which is as Mountains 1n the 
Soul, that stand in Faith's Fay; which is done by 
PATIENCE, MEEKNESS, LONG-SUFFERING, 
&c. and by working the works of Faith to follovzy Chris, 
the King of Faith and mercy ; then HE removes the 
grand Mountain of Justice, by giving the soul spiritual 
Birth to his holy covenant of mercy :—and of Death, by 
raising the soul to life eternal in his glorious kingdom. 
Again, As in the beginning Faith came from God, 
HE being the full Sed or essential Grain, from whence 
all other grains or seeds of Faith proceed; and FO

562bed bithiself in person into this created Faith; then 
call the Elect his brethren, and worked the works of 
Faith; therefore of consequence, the Elect must work 
the Works of Faith to follow JESUS : “ For (he saith) 
„ whosoever shall do the Mill of my Father which is in 
« heaven, the same is my brother, and sister, and mo- 
« ther,” (Matt. xii. 50.) Now the Will of the Father 
is what he himself became a SON to do, 1. e. to work 
the Works of Faith under the Justice of the Father, 
inst all the Powers of Reason, sin, death, and hell, 
and by the Pozoer of Faith, in mystical union with 
them who sit in the Glory of the Father, HE gathered 
his Yay through those Powers and the Justice of the 
Father, to his own glorious Kingdom of Mercy, and 
the Elect when Called must do in like manner, according 
to their Portion given: For as Faith fell wholly under 
the Justice of the Father, and was subject to the angel 
of the law of Reason, it must, in obedience to the 
power of God, gather its Way through the powers of 
Reason, Hell, &c. in Prayer, Meekness, Love, Mercy, 
and Charity. and MOUNT AINS will be removed; then 
the soul will be called upon, through the Justice of the 
Father, and there must give himself up to that Fustice 
in his own blood, —and their lose himself in his own 
blood! before he can be borm in spirit, or translated to 
the mercy of the Son : Now if the soul do this, he will 
do the will of the Father and be 5aved; therefore Jesus 
saitn (Matt. vn. 21.) “ Not every one that saith unto - 
* me, Lord, Lord, sball enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the Mill of my Father 
* which is in heaven.” From hence men may in some 
measure see what it is to enter into the Prietbood of 
Faith. * * 
vill When JESUS f n0 fruit un the ann 
He said, Let no fruit grow on thee, hence forward, 
for ever,” and it withered away: then his disciples sawy 
it, and marvelled, s ing, how soon is the fig· tree 
« withered away.“ This fig-tree signiſies the 5 of 
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Reason in the Elect, that will be withered away by the 
Power of Faith, and, it is the same thing in consequence 
as to remove (internal) mountains, that Faith become 
the essential life to be raised to glory! also the fg-leaves 
are acts and excuses of Reason, and not only so, but 
also the epi priesthood of Reason, wherein man will 
feign. the knowledge of the ili of God, priesthood of 
Faith, and kingdom of heaven, at the same time know 
nothing of it, and if. possible possess less; yet he will 
preach the knowledge he has gathered from the outward 
word or letter, and render it according to his own judg- 
ment, which is as lea es on the fig tree, i. e. the judg- 
ment of Reason on the doctrine of Christ, and excuses 
they will make to cover their own evil: for in Reason 
and its priesthood is found no fruit for the kingdom of 
heaven; but these conceited-knowledge, self nghteous- 
ness, and plenty, of excuses, which are all death to the 
Soul, and must be removed 1n the Elect, that Faith ma 
fallow Cbrist in his royal priesthood ; for when Faith is 
quickened from iis womb or seed, as a grain of mustard 
Seed, and it grows up and work the works of Faith, in 
and for regeneration, and become the essential soul for 
the resurrection, the fig tree will be withered away or 
rooted up. | 
Therefore (Mat, xxi, 21.) JESUS said, © If ye have 
« Faith ànd doubt not, ye shall not only do this which 
is done to the fig tree, but also, if ye shall say unto 
« this mountain, be thou removed, and be thou cast 
<« jnto the sea, it shall be done, which is not to doubt 
the power of Faith in the royal pricstbood, for in this 
compact and priesthood of Faith, the union is so great 
between Christ in glory, and the incence of Faith in 
prayer, produced by the Elect, that they aui receive 
Power from heaven, to remove internal Mountains, or 
over power Reason, by the power of Faith: and (Jesus 
Saith) * all things whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, be- 
< lieving, ye shall receive. So I would have the Elect 
mind, as JESUS worked against and conquered the 8 
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of death, hell, and justice, by the powers of Faith, the 
Elect must fellow HIM according to their Portion of 
Faith, for Christ is the great and fr fruits. : 
Moreover, when Faith is so] by the power of the 
holy spirit of God, into the womb or seed of Faith in 
the Elect, which is but as a mall grain of mustard seed, 
yet by that power it will quicken and motion forth in 
prayer for divine assistance, and be taken into the priest- 
hood of Faith, and by divine assistance, work the works, 
and grow up through justice in regeneration, to the seal 
of the king of heaven: thus Faith for regeneration, is 
likened by the holy spirit unto a grain of mustard ed, 
which is but a small seed, yet by its prayer and divine 
assistance from heaven, it will grow up through justice 
and wrath, to the holy covenant of grace and Mercy, 
(then it will be the essential life of man) and so it is 
grown to, or become a Tree for the kingdom of heaven. 
Again, in this holy compact and priesthood of Faith, 
Should be, nay IS—incomparable brotherly love! why ? 
because it is the love of Faith! then such a CHURCH 
IS in the stong union of Faith with each other, and with 
Christ their King: Also it is the nature of Faith to get 
as near in spirit to JESUS as possible, for his divine 
assistance unto Salvation; and as the love and union of 
Faith brings us to Christ for salvation; the same Love 
will unite his Church: —also if a man want salvation, 
he must go to CHRIST for it, and he may say, he 
« can and doth,” yet at the time cannot come to the 
Union of the united church of Christ in his royal Priest- 
bood : now 1f he cannot do the less, he cannot do the 
great; and if he cannot love his brother in this Faith, 
he cannot love God; for it is the nature of Faith to 
forgive, and rejoice 1n forgiveness. Therefore JESUS 
said (Luke xvn.) © If thy brother trespass against thee 
seven times in a day, and seven times in a day turn 
again to thee, saying, I repent, thou shalt forgive 
* him,“ and the apostles aid unto the Lord, increase our 
Faith, and the Lord gaid, it ye had Faith as a grain of 
| * mustard 
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mustard seed, ye might say unto this sycamine- tie, 
© be thou plucked up by the root, and be thou planted 
&* in the sea, and it should obey you.“ This s5ycamme- 


tree (or sycamore) is the same in effect as the fg - tree, or 
the removal of internal Mountains from the Elect; for 


this gycamine - tree is the seed and spirit of Reason and its 


wild priesthood ; for when Reason transforms itself into 


any declaration from heaven, it will take it into its own 
wild priesthood, and preach it according to their imagina- 
tion, and flourish forth before men with great expression, 
to tempt the Elect into the wild priesthood of Reason. 
Now, the Wil] Priest bood of Reason is to excuse 
Reason for a time, and they will not fail to plead excuses; 
for the best produce of this ꝓcamine tree is conceited 
knowledge, self-righteousness, pretended: forgiveness, and 


plenty of excuses to cover their own evil, and thus 


flourish like green leaves on this Tree : also from this 
Sycamine-tree proceed spiritual darkness, temptation, 
self conceited preservation, vain excuses, anger, dislike, 


unforgiveness, deceit and self- cunning, spiritual thieving,

Sc. which is the seed of further evil; and this is a plant 
that God did not plant in the Elect, therefore it must 
be rooted up, and must be done by the power and prayer 
of Faith: NOW when an external tempter comes, 
he will be disappointed by the Power of Faith, as if his 
Self-cunning was struck dead in his soul! and the internal 
powers of Reason are overcome by the dint of Faith's 
prayer and divine assistance from heaven in the royal 
Priesthood of Faith; then the evil Plant will be rooted 
up and wither away, or perish as the waters of Reason 
that are cast off from Faith. |

Again, The priesthood of Faith (as aforesaid) is the 
mystical union and heavenly communion, by the power 
and prayer of Faith, with and to Christ in glory ; but

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men must be born to it, before they can enjoy it, even 


as men are born into this world to enjoy the things of 
this world; for as Moses had Reason to work upon in 
the souls of men; JESUS had Faith to work upon in 
his Elect: For on the fg-tree, i. e. Reason, was found 
no fruit for Jesus, and it withered away: Therefore 
when Jesus is graciously pleased to give any one Spiritual 
Birth to his holy Covenant of grace and Mercy, and send 
him back to tell his brethren; that Messenger calls to 
Faith in the Elect; and when the Call takes root in the 


soul, it truly makes the soul sensible of its own natedness 


and lost condition; and can bring forth nothing but vain 
excuses for what he has done, which are the fig - leaves of 
Reason, to hide his nakedness if possible; — when he 
torsakes his gathered knowledge of Reason and vain ex- 
cuses, he will lose himself in this hard water of death! 
and by true prayer, Faith will be quickened out of its 


death, then the Virgin daughter of Faith is born to the 
promise of Christ! NOW, this is the firs Birth to 


Faith for regeneration, and is called the birth of water, 
because the soul works under ths justice of the internal 


Angel or Cherubim and flaming sword: But then the 


spirit of Faith is quickened for to do its work and go its

Also, Faith being so Born from its womb or seed, 
can offer its ozwn- Prayer, which is incense that ascends to 
God above the power of the internal Angel, because it 
is the will of the DIVINE MAJESTY, being only 
under the justice of the Father, and at times has divine 
assistance from heaven, and will grow strong, and come 
to prophecy of its own Salvation! - This was the very 
state of Adam (or condition) and Elect of old, and in 
the time of the Law; for when born the first birth for 
regeneration, they worked the Works of Faith, against 


the powers of Reason, death, hell and justice, and were 


obedient to the cherubical Law, 1. e. the Law of Reason; 
and at the hour of death they were translated to under 
the Mercy of the Son!

| Main, 1 would have the Elect understand, the worll 
of Faith for regeneration was the same in the days of 
old, as now, for they prophecied the God of justice 
would become the God of me mercy, and redeem and raise 
them to glory at the last day ; then at the hour of death 
they were translated to under the mercy of the SO N, 
wer died in the Bed of mercy ; i. e. the spirit of Faith 
in them, was called up and united to the spirit of God, 
as a Son and Redeemer to them; then they could truly 
say, here is Christ come ;” then entered into death, 
and are recorded in the book of life! i. e. in the memory 
of the ever. living God of Mercy, to be raised to his 
Glorious Kingdom 
Even so, Now, under the declaration of the Gospel; 
for when Faith is born of its womb or seed, it has the 
internal powers to work against, and must be brought 
up to the prophecy of its ocem salvation, as the Elect of 
old did ; for although Christ has Come 1n person, vet he 
must Come in spirit, to seal the soul for his glorious 
kingdom: otherwise, Moses is the prophet to that soul, 
which Christ doth not come to in spirit; therefore the 
Elect must see to enter into this royal Priest bood of 
Faith; for it is not to read the Letter only, and thereby 
think you have the promise of Christ, for that is the 
priesthood of Reason; for Reason has and will take the 
Promises to the Elect, and prophecies of the Elect, into 
his own priesthood, setting them forth according to the 
Spirit of Reason, which make them say, © they shall in- 
e herit them; But Faith must be born the first birth 
to regeneration, for to spiritually know what the Promise 
of Christ is; then will work the works of Faith, to 
inherit that promise. 
Therefore JESUS said, (Mat. xxv.) „ Then $hall 
the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten lich 
„ which 
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„which took their lamps and went forth to meet the 
« bridegroom ; and five were wise, and five were foolisb.“ 
This kingdom of heaven was, and is, the declaration of 
the holy Gospel or promise of JESUS to his Elect : 
For the glorious Declaration of Salvation in the holy 
Gospel, far transcend any other, because men in sober- 
ness of mind, must confess themselves under the power 
of sin and cannot save themselves; hence when Jesus 
declared his holy Gospel, it shined forth in its glorious 
purity, like to a Lamp of sweet saving Incense burning 
before the power and glory of the Father, and Elect men 
unto salvation ; yea, the Call in the declaration of the 
holy Gospel, was so great to his Elect, that many of 
the seed of Reason transformed themselves, and took 
the outward word: NOW the words of JESUS are as 
Lamps, being the greatest utterance in the whole world, 
that when men take his word and preach it up, it sbines 
before other men as a Lamp, thus both Faith and Reason 
took the word of Jesus and followed :—But as Adam was 
the first man of Faith for generation ; CHRIST was the 
second man of Faith (and came) for regeneration : there- 
fore Faith must be born from its womb or seed for 
regeneration to the promise of Christ, before it can 
follow HIM in his royal priesthood of Faith; for this 
is to be understood by the Elect, that Christ came to 
work life out of death, as he saith, (John xu.) “ Verily, 
« verily I say unto you, except a corn of wheat fall into 
« the ground and die, it abideth alone, but if it die, it 
« bringeth forth much fruit,” i. e. except the spirit in 
the word centers in the womb of Faith in the soul and 
there rest, and reduce the soul down to death in spirit, 
there to know and fear the second death ; then out of 
this death by prayer, to quicken into a new life, which 
bfe 1s Faith, quickened or born, its first birth for regene- 
ration; and if this is not done, the word abideth alone, 
as it has not effected the soul, so as to bring those things 
to pass according to Faith for regeneration; but if done, 
which will be in the Elect, then the soul will enter _— 
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the royal priesthood, and bring forth fruit for the kingdom 
bea ven. NOW when JES Us uttered his holy 
ospel, there was some of the seed of Reason came and 
took his words, as well as the Elect; and being first 
declared, it took the souls of men in their virgin-sate, 
relative to the holy Gospel, i. e. in what the seed of 
Faith would bring forth, and what the seed of Reason 
would bring forth by the declaration: For as they took 
the declaration and promise of Jesus, which are as 
Lamps to them, and went forth to meet the Bridegroom, 
i. e. to meet Jesus in spirit, after he ascended into his 
high GLORY f MERCY, in spiritual and holy 
marriage with them. (ver. 2.) But five were wise, and 
« five were foolish.“— Those 20ise Virgins are the Elect, 
that the Sirit in the word centered in the womb of 


Faith, and died, then quickened Faith into active Life 


from its womb or seed, and this is the spiritual Virgin 
daughter of Faith, born from its womb, and enters into 
the royal priesthood, and will work the works of Faith 
against all the powers of Reason, death, hell, Cc. for 
to this spiritual virgin Daughter, is given a Censer T0ith 
tncense, i. e. Faith is the censer, and its prayer the in- 
cense, which ascends to JESUS in his high Glory of 
Mercy, and 1s found worthy of Jesus to enter into the 
royal spiritual Marriage with him! THUS, he wise 
Virgins took oil in their Vessels with their Lamps; i. e. 
the spirit in the word, quickened Faith in the womb, 
and it come forth into act, to bring forth the fruits of 
Faith, according to the word, meet for Matriage, with 
the BRIDEGROOM of heaven or KING ot Faith; 
therefore the Elect can declare the Word of Jesus, which 
is the Lamp; and not only so, but bring forth the fruit 


of Faith according to the Word, which is Oil in their 


vessels with their Lamps. 

The foaolisb virgins were the sced of Reason, that 
transformed themselves into the Declaration, and took 
the words of FESUS which are the Lamps :—But as 
the spirit in the word, did not die, to quicken —_—_ in 

5 them, 
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them, it abode alone, why? becaus their souls was barren 
of the good ground, which is the womb of Faith for 
regeneration, therefore they could bring forth no fruits, 
by or according to the word, for the :piritual: and holy 
marriage with the bridegroom: NO W as aforesaid, 
when Jesus declared his holy gospel, it took the Soul in a 
virgin State, why? because it was a New language, and 
as so, are called Virgins in the declaration, which took 
Faith by the power of God, into the Priesthood of Faith ; 
but Reason too the outward: word, and went into its 
own wild priesthood or water, i. e. the great" river Eu-

forth in all this; therefore they are called foc/isb virgins" 
in the holy gospel. | 
Further, While the bridegeoom tarried they all 
* slumbered and slept,“ yea, JESUS, the Bridegroom, 
always did and will zarry to come in spirit to assist the 
Spirit of Reason, because it is of a contrary nature to 
the spirit of Faith, and gathers a contrary Way; for 
Reason will take the words of Jesus, which are their 
Lamps, into their wild priest hood of Reason, and there 
judge and suggest them, by and according to their ima- 


gination; and if they can will tempt Faith into their 


priesthood, which will give liberty to the soul, to seek 


the Kingdom of Reason; for the outward word is $uffi- | 


cient for them, because it is all they can have :==Thus, 
Reason is bound up in himself and his kingdom, and his 


priesthood which is full of excuses to cover their acts, 
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i. e. contrary to the words of Christ, turning his words 
so as to serve their present purpose; now in this, they 
Slumber and sleep, in respect to the words of CHRIST, 
and dead to the works of Faith, ——and it is midnight 
with them, in the sight of God, let them think what 
they will to the contrary, as the life of Reason shines 

- at Present. ; IF | 
Again, Then all those virgins arose and trimmed 
their lamps.” Those are the ⁊uise virgins who entered, 
and wall enter, into the Royal Priesthood of Faith, and 
work the works of Faith ;, tor when a Messenger comes 
in the Priesthood of Faith, he finds Faith sleeping, and 
midnight with them also, as it has been silence in the 
nether heaven of Faith, and Faith captivated by the 
power of Reason; then there is a CRY or prophecy by 
the living Messenger, that CHRIST will cone, and 
call this spiritual Virgin daughter of Faith, to his holy 
Marriage; therefore © go you out to meet him,” which is 
done by the power and prayer of Faith, which ascends 
up to God, and they receive HIS divine assistance, to 
wade through the powers of Reason ; and in MERCY, 
MEEKNESS, OBEDIENCE, LOVE, CHARITY, 
&c. patiently waiting and expecting his coming ; and 
to keep the soul in a condition to meet him, according 
to the warning given! and to leave behind them as lib, 
that which Reason embrace as great 7reasure ! Now 
this is trimming their Lamps in the priesthood of Faith, 
under the holy gospel when the CRY comes from hea- 
ven ; for by working the works of Faith, they are brought 
up to prophecy of their own Salvation, i. e. of his 
coming in spirit to seal them for his glorious kingdom; 
thus, those wwise virgins have not only the promise by the 
declaration, of the coming of Christ, but by working 
the works of Faith, they receive the sacred incomes of 
CHRIST, which confirms the Promise in the declaration 
and are brought up to prophecy as aforesaid, which 
is Oil in their vesscls with their lamps! thus, the wise 
virgins (who are of Faith) took their lamps, and 9 
theit᷑ 
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their Yay to Life; and the foolish virgins (who are of 
Reason) take their lamps, and gather their Way to death, 
and all from the same declaration. ' . 

Yea, Those foolish virgins, in the time of life and 
health, never will enter the priesthood of Faith to go 
up to the holy Marriage, because their own cunning 
keep them from the works; also they will slight and 
condemn the messenger, that comes to invite to the holy 
Marriage: But when death comes, the internal Angel 
in justice, who is as Moses, opens his book, wherein is 
written justice and death to the soul, then instead of 
being called to by Jesus, are called to by Moses, who 
is buried in the soul, and is such a man's prophet; then 
they say, © give us of your, oil for our lamps are gone out,” 
i. e. the letter or promise of Jesus was no use to them, 
for want of the works and fruits of Faith; but would 
willingly die the death of the rigbteous, therefore they 
cry, © give us of your oil ?” i. e. of your fruits of Faith, 
but the answer is, N ! you must go and buy for yourselves, 
i. e. you must deny yourself to Reason, and work the 
works of Faith, and follow Jesus (if you inherit his divine 
mercy) while it is day; then they would fain go back, 
and try at a new life, but no, they are shut 1n' and 
must die under the seal of the internal Angel in justice] 

then, what rvould not man give in exchange for his $oul ? 
Again, Those wise virgins being in the Priesthood, 
(and worked the works) of Faith, ben when death 
comes, Faith 1s called to by JESUS through the justice 
of the Father, which is justice to Faith, and far above 
the justice of the angel, Why? because the justice of 
the Father is justice to Faith, and the justice of the 
Angel is justice to Reason: But Faith being called 
above the Angel, and the Angel will not let you go 
back, because this Call to Faith is as in the days of 

old; only this, GOD is become a SON, therefore the 
Call is high up in regeneration, and is Adam (or Faith) 
« where art thou?“ Here Faith is called upon for 
breaking its 0w#n Lay, i. e. Faith has hearkened to the

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voice of Reason, and fell under the power of Reason 
and its Angel, because in the beginning Faith was 

- tempted into the priesthood of Reason and died, and 
must come back by regeneration; therefore when Faith 
is born its first birth for regeneration, it is born to the 
promise of Christ and is the birth of water; then it will 
work its works and receive divine assistance from Heaven, 
to go through the powers of Reason, and is found wor- 
thy to be called upon by JESUS through the justice of 
the Father; and there it will find, although it has 
worked in the nether. zwaters, and received sweet incomes 
at times, yet its works cannot save itself, for the ques- 
tion-is,—you have hearkened to Reason, and what have 
you done to save yourself, or be united fo Christ in holy 
marriage, tor He only has kept the Law of Faith, from 
his birth to his death?

is quickened by the voice of God in the Messenger, it 
will come into its own Priesthood, and grow strong, to 
be called under the justice of the Father; then it has 
passed the angel of Reason, and must alto go through 
the Justice of the Fatber to the Mercy of the SON:

Secretly influenced by the holy spirit of God, so as to 
know something of its gore condition (but no man on 
earth to guide him) he will be apt to go to them who 
profess the same letter, thinking to find some relief ; 
bat behold they be all Rich in the letter, having got it 
into the wild priesthood of Reason, and feed upon it by 
the spirit of Reason, and make to themselves the pro- 
mise of Jesus, so are sure of salvation without further 
trouble :—Then, Faith cannot find one crumb fall from 
this table of Reason to feed upon, and if he tell his

Priesthood for rege- 
neration, and then they could be born or translated, to 
under the mercy of the SON, as Abrabam was: No v, 
Abraham. who. was afar off, and Lazarus in his boom, 
was cried unto for mercy by the literal Jews who claimed

Moreover, when the rich nan could not get from the 
seal of justice, he would have sent 4% bis ' brethren :\'as, 
(ver. 27.) then he said, I pray thee therefore father,

Here you may see, he then understood the Name, Fu- 
ther- Abraham, unto the Jiteral Few was but titular, for 
now he calls him Father, and prays he would en La- 
zarus, saying, * to my Father's house, for 1 have "five 
« brethren, that he may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of torment.” * Now his F- 
ther”s house, is the house or Lineage of Reason, wherein 
dwelleth the Law of Moses, and the true Priesthood of 
Reason, because given to them by Moses; but the H 
or Libertine priesthood, that is produced by Reason; 
therefore his auswer was, They have Moses and the 
ha aha let them hear them, if not, they will not.

was of Faith, was suffered to be tempted by the gerpent 
angel, who hearkened to him, and by him was tempted, 
not only to fall under the justice of the Father which is 
death, but also into the Priesthood of Reason, because 
they took Reason into themselves; for his temptation 
was as such, for them to become as gods (like unto him-

consequence; that when the seed of Reason, which is 
the cherubical nature, live to manhood, and the internal 
Agel took place in the soul, they are charged with the 
law, then must go their way under infinite Justice ac- 
cording to the Law :—And for Faith breaking its Law, 
was a consequence of its losing its life, and for ever to 
- lay in silent death, disunited from its creator and Father, 
then it remained a work for the DIVINE MAJESTY 
to recover his ozwn children from death to life, again to 
himself, without acting against the glory of his creation, 
or the Law of Faith he created them under; therefore 
this could not be done but by Regeneration, which is 
working Life back again out of Death; and not only 
so, but also to pay the grand debt to the Law of Faith, 
and the infinite justice of the Father, which took place 
when that Law was broke :—And this could not be 
done, but by the very eternal God, that created, and 
gave a Law to Faith, that when it was broke, there 
ollowed an infinite effect or consequence, according to 
the power and glory of God's creation; * 42 3 
The very eternal God, or seed-spring of Faith that created, 
with his creating power transmuted himself into his own © 
created nature of Adam, which was human animated with 
Faith (that was fell under the justice of the Father, by 
breaking the law of Faith} and this was all he zook on 
. bimself, i. e. his own created Nature of Faith, and the 
Law of Faith, to go through the justice of the Father, 
relative to Faith ;—for he foot nothing of Reason on 
him, neither its Law, nor Nature.

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Thus, the great king of heaven, or God the Father to 

the Elect, transmuted bimself into flesh, and took the 
fallen nature of Faith; then he was become a true Son to 
the great power of the Father ! and although he had on 
himself the fallen nature of Faith, yet he went through 
the power of Reason in LAMB-LIKE innocence, and 
neyer hearkened to it, and in this he kept the Law: of 
Faith! Yea further than this, He having the fallen na- 
ture of Faith, and because of that, he was compelled 
to go through the justice of the Father which is death: 
Therefore when the Law of Faith was broke, and the 
justice of the Father took place, it was of an infinite 
consequence, and an infinite Effect must be worked to 
keep that Law! and satisfy that Justice! — Then for 
this cause, God the creator was graciously pleased to 
become man and keep this law, and in obedience to that 
justice, gave his Godhead life up to death; IH US, 
the justice f the Father was of that consequence, as not 
to be satisfied; without taking the very Eternal God 
who created, into death; therefore the very God both 
in person and spirit, that created Faith under a Lam, 
(Which was broke by man from whence the justice of the 
Father took place) was taken into Death to satisfy that 
Jjustice, it being of an infinite force ! and that justice was 
Satisfied ! why? because it took the Almighty God, with 
his creating power, under it, in death! (which was the 
cause of its being, through his creation) and no other 
way than this, could that Law and justice be satisfied, 
and the creation not acted against, but to remain /pure, 
according to its decreed order, and shine forth in its 
glorious puritʒ. N | 

Thus is the Elect world redeemed, by the very GOD 
becoming Mes, and giving his Godbead life up to death 
in his own justice, and quickened out of that death into 
a new and glorious life of Mercy! — thus God the Father 
geceme Gad the Son, or the Gad of justice went through 
his own justice to become che Ged of infinite Mercy to

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deemed, and Life worked out of Death by regeneration, 
for the kingdom of heaven: For I would have the Elect 
understand, that after the Fall, Faith was not only dead

. Communion with God, and was in itself Lost, till God 
was graciously pleased to Call to Adam and promise he 
himself would become a Son to his own Power, and 
redeem them; then Faith was quickened from death to 
Life, or born from its womb or seed, into Act, and to 
the promise of Christ, and be brought on in regenera- 
tion to the mercy of the Son. | 
Again, Adam, in his ꝓiritual travail in the Regenera- 
tion, found to his Sorrow the great incumbrance of 
Reason, and its law and priesthood (that he fell into 
through temptation) to know good and evil in the priest- 
hood of Reason; for Reason in his own priesthood is 
as a god, for he does as he please, and will give judgment 
inst man: Therefore, when this virgin Daughter was 
born, which is life quickened out of death for regenera- 
tion, Adam found his soul incumbered with spiritual 
 briars, thorns, thistles, &c. that was and is produced by 
this dark earthly spirit of Reason: — FOR as Faith fell 
so low, as to be wholly under the power of death, and 
disunited from the spiritual Communion with God; it 
must be quickened from that death to life, to commune 
with God, for that must be done with this quickened 
spirit; and this is the royal priesthood of Faith, wherein 
is found the Promise of CHRIST, and the prophecy of 
r own Salvation; theretore Adam by the prayer of 
faith, in the mystical union, or spiritual communion 
received the divine incomes of the holy spirit from God, 
which helped him through this sore journey, and to pro- 
phecy of Christ, which was of his own salvation; and 
at death was called up to under the justice of the Father, 
and from thence translated to under the mercy of the 
SON, and then was united to the God of Mercy, i. e. 
Christ ; and died in the bed of mercy, to be raised unto 
the glorious kingdom of CHRIST; and in this 9

forth his hand, and took of the tree of Life, and eat to 
live for euer: This IS the royal priestbood of Faith, i. e. 
the priesthood of Christ, in which he gathers his united 
kingdom of Faith to his glorious Mercy; for I would 
men understood this,—as Faith fell under the power of 
death, and the justice of the Father, it needs must have 
a priesthood to offer its prayer, which is the golden and 
acceptable insense that ascends to heaven for the glorious 
mercy of the SON : And also Reason has a priesthood, 
but the true priesthood of Reason was given forth by 
Moses, and that priesthood was to stay God's justice, 
that Reason should enjoy his kingdom here, in peace; 
but Reason was more fond of his own cid priest hood, 
than its given Priesthood; which was the cause of the 
great troubles brought upon Israel in the time of the 
Law: therefore as Faith and Reason each broke their 
own Law, they require each their own priesthood; but 


the priesthood of Faith is of Mercy, and leadeth to 


mercy ; and that of Reason is of Justice, and is bound 

under the justice of the internal angel. 1 
And thus were the Elect of old, in secret, taught by 

the holy spirit; but they must be quickened from death 


to life by the power of God as Adam was; for this is to 


be understood. when children are born into this world, 


they are born to, or under the Law and priesthood of 


Reason; for when they come to manhood the internal 
Angel in justice takes place in the soul, and are charged 
with breaking the Law, then the priesthood took place 
to excuse Reason for a time: Also Reason in man may 
be inspired without any zew Birth, only a little agitation 
of soul, and they will talk of great things, yet die as 
they were born into this world, relative to the true 
knowledge or works of Faith: — But it is not so with 
Faith; for as I said, —as Faith was quickened out of 
death into a new life, or born from its womb or seed in 
the man Adam, to the promise of Christ, and royal 
priesthood of Faith, so it must in all his children the 
Elect ; for one man to hear of, or read of another man's 

| 1 | promise, 
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E or prophecy, that is all dead to him, until 
faith is quickened from death to life, to the royal 
priesthood, works of Faith, and promise of Christ, as 
it was in him or them, who before prophecied ; for every 


one must work the works of Faith, for to stand before 


the justice of the Father, distinct to, and for himself. 


In this royal priestbood WAS and IS the Kingdom of 
Cbrist gathered; for in days of old, Faith in Elect men 
was quickened from death to life, and in gecret taught, 


and guided by the holy spirit of God: and in mystical 


union, and holy communion the prayer of Faith ascended, 
and divine assistance descended, to help the soul through 
this sore journey, and to prophecy of his own salvation 
then at the hour of death they were united or translated 
to under the mercy of the SON; and in this, took of 
the tree of life, and eat io live for ever; thus, from the 
man Adam, till the coming of Christ: For in the royal 
Elect, Faith being quickened from death to life, and 
taken into the royal priest hood of Faith, and offered 
the true prayer of Faith, which is the sweet saving in- 
cense that ascends to God, and God was graciously 
pleased to assist them to prepbecy of their own salvation 
i. e. God the Father who was the God of justice, would 
become God the Son, and the God of mercy, and re- 
deem them ; and in this royal priesthood of Faith, they 
were united to God for Christ in spirit, and were a 
WITNESS, OLIVE-TREE, or CANDLESTICK, 
in whom the candle of Faith burned, that s:00d and 
propbecied in sackcleth before God; i. e. they, against all 
the powers of Reason, and in sorrow of soul, which is 
Sackcloth, did work the works of Faith, and prophecy 
of salvation before God this is one of the Miinesses 
of his Spirit, Olive-tree, . or Candlestict, and was that 
who Stood before him, when he was in the condition of 
God the Father, or of justice; BUT in the days of 
ald, and in the tiine of the Law, this holy communion 
between Cod, and the spiritual virgin Daughter of 
Faith, quickened in the souls of his Elect, was in 9 
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and intirely distinct to the cherubical inspiration; and 
priesthood that was given to Reason; for the Lato of 
Reason rules the Life of Reason, and justice rules that 
Lato; and the priesthood is but the incense of Reason, 
to Stay God's justice for a time; therefore no witness to 
the 5pirit of Faith, which is the divine nature of God, 
nor the new Life out of death, nor his royal priesthood, 
nor his mighty works of Redemption, nor his holy Seal of 
salvation; for as I said, when Elect men are born, they 
are born to the law and priesthood of Reason ;z—<then 
Faith must be quickened from death to life, to come 
into its own priesthood to the spiritual knowledge of 
Christ. | N 90 

Yea, GOD who became the God of Justice through 
the acts of man and angel, became a Son to his own 
power, to become the God of Mercy to his Elect : For 
as Faith fell under the justice of the Father, nothing 
but the godhead Life going into death, or being taken 
into death under ti:at justice, could satisfy that justice, 
why ? because it became of an infinite consequence both 
to God and the Elect, when it took place: Therefote 
Jesus came in, or upon the prophecies of his Elect, who 
prophecied in the royal priest hood of Faith, of his 
coming to redeem them: And in Jesus was, and 3s, 
the essential spirit and power of Faith, by which he 
created, and worked the mighty works of Redemption: 
ALSO Jesus coming in, or upon the' prophecies of his 
Elect, he came in his royal priesthood ; now, understand 
this, —all the Elect are born into this world, to the law 
and priesthood of Reason, but JESUS was born into 
this world to the Law of Faith and that reyal priesthood !

from whence springs the hope of Reason, under the jus- 
tice of the angel, and this hope, is the waters that Rea- 
son live in, which I call the great river Euphrates in the 
land of Nod, that runs in the soul of man to this day: 
For on this river depends the rivers and fountains of 
water, from whence flow the delights to Reason: And 
when justice was stayed in Cain, and this took place 
he formed to himself his own forgiveness, and what would

is found the spirit and power to redeem Faith !—Fifth, 
in CHRIST is found the spirit and power to unite in 
spiritual and holy marriage with this pure wal.

Faith, that has come through great tribulation, and give 
spiritual Birth to his holy and spiritual covenant of 
grace |—Sxth, in CHRIST is found the spirit and 
power to seal and sanctify this spiritual Born Son of 
Faith, for the kingdom of glory !—Seventh, in CHRIST 
is and will be found the spirit and power to raise Faith, 
which lay sleeping in the bed of mercy, to his glorious 
kingdom, and crown it with an everlasting crown of 
glory!!! — Therefore when Faith is quickened from 
death to life, and taken into the royal priesthood, those 
things will be opened and given to them by JESUS 
and by the works of Faith, and divine assistance from 
heaven, be made able to receive the zestimony of Jesus, 
i. e. the spirit of prophecy of your own salvation. _ 
Those are the even apirits of God, or the seven glo- 
rious Stars to the Elect, that are held in the right hand 
of Him'that its in the glory of Mercy; because by his 
ens R mighty 
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mighty works of Redemption he gained to himself the 
high kingdom and glory of mercy, and with it all power; 
and took possession of his kingdom of regenerated Faith, 
which is the fruits of that Witness of his spirit that stood 

and pr ecied before bim when he was in the condition 
of the Father; and was the first fruits by regeneration 
unto God for Christ; and now walk in the midst of the 
Church of Christ, according to his heavenly Gifts of the 
holy spinit :—For understand this,—if a Messenger is 
sent in the covenant of mercy, to call and tell them the 
will of Jesus, he may be called the Angel of the decla- 
ration, because he brings the message ; but the Elect 
are also Angels for the covenant of grace, as well as the 
Messenger; for all must have the seal of the living 
God, being the last thing to enter the kingdom of hea- 
ven (except the resurrection). And when the Elect have 
received those gracious Gifts of the holy spirit, from 
Jesus, the Ark of the testimony of the covenant of Faith, 
and the. BOOK of LIFE is opened to them by JESUS, 
to sleep in the bed of mercy to inherit eternal glory 

Again, when Faith fell under the justice of the Fa- 
ther and the power of death, it was then dead in itself 
from all knowledge of its ever, again, being in united 
friendship with God, till the quickening power of the 
sonship of God was given: For understand this—all the 
power of creation and generation is of the Father ; but 
all the quickening power to Faith for and in regeneration, 
is of the SON, or the Father becoming a Son (John v.) 
For as the Father raiseth the dead, and quickeneth 
them, even so the Sn quickeneth whom he will. 
« For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son;” i. e. all judgment over 
Faith in regeneration and salvation : Therefore Faith 
when created hearkened to the voice of Reason, and 
fell under the power of death, then when quickened 
from this death, or born from its womb or seed, it came 
forth in a zcww life, which is done by the spirit and 
power of CHRIS T, who brings a new life out * oy 
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death throughout his whole kingdom of Faith: And 
this Spirit or Virgin daugbter of Faith comes forth pure,

Again, When JESUS was here and declared his holy 
gospel, from HIS utterance, thus very effect was worked 
on the souls and spirits of men in this life: Also when 
any of his Messengers who come out in HIS holy cove- 
nant of grace and royal priesthood of Faith, are here, 
the same effect is also worked on the souls and spirits of 
men in this life, because the voice of Faith is uttered, 
and it is to call the Elect to the Mercy of jesus, which is 
a true Emblem of the great Resurrection at the end of 
all time; for when the VOICE OF GOD is uttered, it 
is to Call to Faith, and is directed to the womb or seed of

there is no wisdom like theirs, for which cause they take 
liberty, and will attempt to cultivate their wisdom : 
AND whereas, the Elect when called in at the third bour 
(which is as the state of convincement to them,) I would 
have to be very careful, for it is a dangerous time, for the 
Cherubim that is rose by the Echo of the declaration will 
tempt you, and your own spirit of Reason within will 
tempt you, and it is uncertain how long man may stand 
at the third heur, and how many things may bappen ; 
Yet, there is another Call to come relative to the de-

their natural senses, that will recerve instruction and power 
of men to preach CHRIST unto salvation; and he whose 
dark understanding of the redemption, springs forth into 
emulation, to fancy he can preach the Vill and Power 
of Christ unto salvation, and knows nothing of HIM, 
but as he fancies, by imagination on the dead letter; 
others have said, to be Aſured of eternal life, and 
ready to devour him that questions them! Others will 
curſe men to eternity, because one's confidence differ 
from the other! Thus the spirit of emulated Reason 
drive them into the wild priesthood of Reason which is 
the wwilderness, and there they dwell on the mountains and 
among the tombs; i. e. they dwell in the letter of the 
Prophets, and of Christ and the Apostles, and Jobn Reeve, 
which are dead to them, which is their Tombs ; and they 
will garnish those Tombs because it is their dwelling ; and 
can construct it their own way, and go out on those 
mountains. of imagination, and there rave and - roar 
amongst t hose tombs; and sacrifice themselves according 
to their imagination, which is cutting themselves: and 
if they are told their Act, and condition, and that they 
should not preach the salvation of CHRIST and not 
know it, nor sent by HIM, which is their chains or feiters, 
yet they will break tbose fetters and chains, and be $0 
raving that it is a hard thing for a man to pas this spirit, 
which is the Devil as @ roaring lion, Seeking whom he can 
On those Mountains of imagination in the Wilderness, 
some will have free will, and some free grace given to all, 
at least to them joined in society of like confidence, but 
if you leave them it is in danger: some an universal re- 
demption: and some to be saved without works; 
some by their works: some will own election; and some 
will have God to be understood one way, and some another: 
Some will have Christ the second person in the trinity; and

Priesthood of Reason, and there teach and preach (by 
the spirit of wild Reason, ) salvation for them through 
Christ, yet war against HIS holy Spirit, HIS Regenera- 
tion, and Salvation; now those gigantic powers the 
Spirit call Gog and Magog, who proclaim against, and 
Mar against CHRIST the KING of FAITH; and this 
Wilderness is so great, that every one is become as it 
were a god, and make choice of his own Fay to Heaven, 
or at least a king to do as he please and excuse himself;

Moreover, in this Wilderness is found, the devil will 
drive Men into many more different acts, and to trans- 
form himself into many different shapes, and act in or 
under, different colours ; therefore when a man 1s given 
_ birth and Spirit, to the high covenant of Grace, and 
taken into the high Mountain of Faith in regeneration, and 
see CHRIST in the glory of Mercy, and his royal Seal 
to enter his glory of Mercy, and sent back by Christ, he 
is a Messenger in regeneration, and come in the Spiri. and 
of CHRIST; and when he come he found himself 
in the midst of this Wilderness; then when he begin to 
utter his voice, there is a devil will soon know him, much 
admire him, call him by his name, and transform himself 
into pretended friendship with him, in order to fempi 
him, and promise him great things, for he see another 
kingdom coming beside his own, and greater than his 
own; then if he can tempt the Messenger to render the 
declaration and language his Way, that it may be brought

it, and there it will shew itself, although it will endea- 
vour to transform himself: FOR when any one is in-

by man will truly understand the declaration, and the 
mysteries of GOD and CHRIST in his redemption and 
Salvation, and will follow Christ in the works of Faith 
in regeneration, and by his fruits be found worthy of 
Christ for Salvation! ALSO Faith was the life of man 
in creation, but they hearkened to the voice of Reason, 
then it died or became inactive; and Reason took Pos-

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life for Regeneration; and by this new Life which is given 
to man for regeneration, he is taken into the royal Priest - 
bcod of Faith, and greatly refine him by the Works of 
Faith and regeneration, and unites him to Christ, and 
he is made flesb of CHRIST's flesh ! Bone of HIS bone! 
Spirit of HIS Spirit ! and Life of. HB Life; by the 
strong Union and Marriage with Christ! Thus you may 
see how Elect man is made anew, and the strong Union 
of Faith with Christ in, and by regeneration; and it is 
this Virgin daughter of Faith that is worked on for it, 
which man must hearken to, and abide by as a. #ife, to 
bring forth the fruits of Faith unto Christ in regener- 
ation: BUT Reason cannot understand the mystery of 
God in regeneration, nor inberit the kingdom of Christ, 
therefore. would force itself to commit fornication with it, 
commit adultery with, and adulterate the Declaration of 
the Messenger, lead the soul astray, poison and corrupt the 
man; so the Elect must put away this Wife of Reason, 
because it is for fornication, marry and cleave unto the wife 
of Faith, to bring forth the fruits of Faith unto God 
and Christ; For regeneration must come forth entirely 
Pure, faithſul and true; so the Elect do not commit 
adultery in putting away the wife of Reason, and marry- 
ing the wife of Faith: And whoso marrieth ber which is 
put away, doth commit adultery, 1. e. some of the Seed of 
Reason will come and transform themselves into the de- 
claration, then the spirit of Reason will rise into emu- 
lation, and say it belong to them, and claim their 
inheritance there; and by the foul Spirit of Reason marry. 
themselves to the declaration; and with the Spirit of 
Reason preach it up, and set it forth, and excuse 
themselves according to their Will and Fay, which is of 
Reason, and by this new wisdom, and self assumed au- 
thority, this Spirit of emulation will go forth into judg- 
ment over others, and say his understanding is great con- 
cerning the doctrine, and at the same time all in the 
wrong ! for Reason cannot enter the royal priesthood of 
Faith: NOW this Spirit of Reason is the Wiſe the Elect

and with it commit adultery, or adulterate the declaration 
of the Messenger: and this is the true spiritual meaning 
of Christ in this verse, which tends to regeneration, (as 
_ aforesaid) for ver. 10. His Disciples say unto him; 
if the case of the man be so with his wife, it is not 
„ good to marry; but he said unto them, all men can- 
not receive this saying, save them to whom it is given. 
Because no man can understand the power, works, and 
myſtery of Faith in regeneration, and its mystical union 
with CHRIST, except it be given him from HEAVEN; 
but they may understand a carnal commandment: ver. 12. 
JESUS said, For there are some eunuchs, which were 
30 born from their mother's womb; and there are 
. gome eunuchs, which were made eunuchsof men; and 
* there be eunuchs which have made themselves eu- 
* nuchs for the kingdom of Heaven sake, he that is 
« able to receive, let him receive it:“ Those Hunuchs 
for the kingdom of Heaven, is him or them, that hath no 
desire, propensity, capacity, or power, to listen to, and 
unite with, or be concerned with the spirit of Reason, 
to beget, give birth, propagate, give suck, or maintain, 
any false declaration, assertion, doctrine, works, or error 
concerning the kingdom of Christ, or false worship to 
God: Now CHRIST was a spiritual eunuch and was 40 
born into the world, because he was born of Faith, and 
unto God to keep the Law of Faith, work redemption, 
and bring in regeneration to himself, that the Elect may 
be regenerated to Him: AND when the Virgin daughter 
of Faith is born of its womb or Seed, or rose to active - 
Life, then Elect men will be refined by the power of 
Faith, and the divine assistance of CHRIST; and by 
devil's being cast out, and putting away their wife 
1 Reason, then they have a s/rong MATCH over Reason; 
| and in time, will lose their spiritual properties, or power 
of acting with Reason, to beget, bring forth, or maintain 
any false or erroneous doctrine, or worship concerning the 
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Kinydom of God or Christ: Now this is the spiritual 
Eunuch; and thus are Eunuchs made for the kingdom of 
Heaven: But natural Eunuchs are made through the 
pride, desire, and barbarity of men; and them that are $6 
born of their mother's bomb, is by a defect in generation; 
but regeneration is 1ntirely perfect, pure, faithful and true : 
THUS, you may see what it is o put away a Wife ac- 
cording to creation and Generation ; and what it 1s to put 
away a Wife according to, and for regeneration, and how 
those Spiritual Eunuchs are made in, and by regeneration, 
for the gate of the kingdom of Heaven ; therefore BLES-

Faith, and follow him; and this Heaven is the nether 
Heaven of Faith, which is the royal priesthood and com- 
pact of Faith, where Chris! stood to work the works of 
redemption ; and when Faith is rose from death to life, 
in the Elect, there, they are latꝶen, and did and do work 
the works of Faith in and for regeneration, and follow

HERE, you 
may see who and what was cast out of Heaven, and the 
same tempted Christ and his brethren the Elect, and the 
same war against them, and it may well be said he de- 
ceiveth the whole world, for the whole world is gone after 
him, and worship him, 1. e. they worship the Spirit of 
Reason and its Imagination, which is the beast and its 
image, and set a great value on themselves, and are of great 
consequence to themselves, and enter into contract with 
each other, and eager to fulfil that contract, to have each 
others commendation: Therefore when a Messenger of 
Christ come and offer regeneration and salvation, Him, 
they cannot take or endure, and so full of business, con- 
tracts, and engagement, that the Messenger is put off 
with excuses, and they are well content, and seek refuge 
one of another, so had rather not be formented: BUT, 
at the voice of the Messenger, some will be tormented, 
and come forth in wrath, anger, lies, &c. against him, 
and violently accuse him with blasphemy against God, 
call him a devil, and curse him and the Elect his bre- 
thren, as devils to eternity; now this Spirit which is the 
Dragon and old serpent, is the Accuser of the Elect that 
follow Christ; but Christ and his Elect, has, and will 
overcome the dragon and bis angels; For the accuser of 
* our brethren is cast down, which accuseth them before 
our God day and night.“ Because the Dragon is so

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they bring violent accusations, lies, persecutions, &c.

burning with ease and divine Satisfaction, as love, concord, 
union, joy, innocence, patience, meekness, harmless, righte-- 
ousness, wisdom,. and truth, that at the first sigbt of 
different creatures, immediately gave them names according 
to their form and nature; and at the sight of different crea- 
tures and things, caused its life do flow forth with new 
wisdom, joy, communion with, and praises unto his LORD 
GOD, for his marvellous works of creation; and was of 
divine satisfaction, qualification, heavenly harmony, virtne, 
Sc. like unto God, but as a Son which was joined to this 
earth, in and by creation: Then, when they hearkened to 
the devil, and eat of his fruit, they broke the Law of 
Faith; then all those created, virtues, properties, qualißi - 
cations, &c. which was of Faith. become inactive and 
dead in the soul; and Reason with its law, justice, &c. 
took possession and ruled them; and they were filled 
with horrid fear, shame, and excuses to get away if pos- 
sible; for then the justice 1 the Father, (which is jus- 
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tice to Faith,) took place, and created Faith became 
disunited from its living creator and Father, in, and by 
death through his justice; and never more could flow, 
or act in the soul of any created or generated being, in 
the manner or condition it was created, to this day; 
then all things was made and became anew in the Kingdom 
of Faith for the salvation of Elect man.

divine Mercy ; for Christ rule over it, and him it will 

follow, it being regenerated to him, that by regeneration 
it become the soul of the Elect for salvation, and is of 
an immortal nature» THEREFORE (Mat, x.) Christ 
said to his disciples and fear not them which kill the

4e hell;” Now, here you may see the difference between 
generation and regeneration, and of immortality and Life 
and mortality and death; for if a man is incapable of re- 
generation he is dead in the sight of God, and his soul

death, and then to go into the second death, then both 
soul and body is destroyed in hell; so mighty, and so great 
is the power of the LORD GOD OF HEAVEN: But 
by this new life which Christ raiseth from the death of 
Faith which fell in Adam, Christ worketh on it, for re- 
generation and salvation; and by divine assistance, it is

JESUS said, (John's Gospel 6.) „It is the spirit that

active Liſe; for the power of his word, or his natures 
Voice and divine assistance center into the womb of Faith,

Again, as I said, the Boch of Elect man is Reason, a 
filthy corrupted earthy matter, which took place through

For out of it was thou taken; for dust thou art, and 
* unto dust shalt thou return,“ so Reason is cast out and 
go to its own center or home: Now this filthy corrupted 
earthy matter and Reason, which Elect man has in this 
life, is but their body (although eager to live,) and man 


may kill that, but are not able to kill the Soul, because

under cherubical justice, and is cast from Christ and bis 
kingdom of regenerated Faith : For mortality and death, 
cannot be united to, or have any union with immortality 
and life; neither can the Spirit of corrupted generation, 
agree or unite with the Spirit of incorrupted regeneration, 
therefore every power has its Action as was ordained and

come from God under creation and justice, there the 
Soul is mertal and die; and although Faith is risen in 
the man, and he prophecy of those things, be is taken 
and united to Christ in immoriality, and leave the world 
without declaring regeneration, because he did not come 
out under that covenant: But him in whom the spiritual 
Son is born of the Virgin daughter to Christ, and taken 
into to the great MOUNTAIN of Faith in regeneration,

And although the powers of Reason, sin, death, hell. 
and justice, is hard and sharp to go through, yet the 
spirit of Faith, by prayer and divine assistance, will come 
through; and the #rioulation though great, yet it con- 
tinue but a small space, like unto a woman in the travail of 
labour, when the child tosses, throbs, and presses hard to 
be born, sbe hath Sorrow, but when born, the anguish 
is forgot, for Joy. there is. a man born: Even so, Faith 
presses for its own Kingdom; and when the spiritual son 
35 born, and sealed, all sorrow is turned into eternal joy; 
S0 I. pray for and recommend Prayer, and not to 
faint, the Union of the Elect, the ausistance of Christ,

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WHEN Jesus said the Temple of Jerusalem should 
be thrown down, and not one stone be left on another 
(as Mat. xxiv.) The Disciples came unta him privately, 
Saying, * Tell us when.shall those things be, and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming and of the end of the 
* world?” This looking for Christ to come has been in 
general his personal appearance, which, will surely come 
to pals, but this understand. except he 8 comes in Spirit 
to raise Faith from death to life, and seal the soul for 
the resurrection unto liſe eternal, his 2255 in person 
will be of no benefit, except to the Child or Ideot wy 
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will be raised cherubims : And Jesus answered, say- 
ing to them, Take heed that no man deceive you; 
for many shall come in my name saying, 1 am Christ 
« and shall deceive many.” Now when Jesus was here, 
and declared who he was with his holy gospel, and called 
his disciples, and many of the Seed of Reason trans- 
formed themselves into the Echo of that call or decla- 
ration, then by the Spirit of emulation, become such 
high cherubims as to go forth and say I am the man,“ 
or * have as much spiritual wisdom and power as him,“ 
and will preach and prophecy in the Name of Jesus, or 
any of his Messengers: Norm, those was them, Jesus 
told is disciples to beware of, and take heed not to be de- 
ceived by them, but patiently wait his coming again, 
which he did in Spirit at the day of Penticost: Moreover 
Jesus prophecies of bis coming and destruction of Jerusalem 
to be near at one time, and truly it was, and 18, for 
when Jesus was here in person Jerusalem flourished in 
having power among themselves in their own law, and to 
worship their own way, which was the priesthood of Rea- 
son, so put Jesus to death, because he would not hearken 
to them, but he left Jerusalem desolate in their own way, 
for when he came again 1t was to his Elect, and took them 
into his own priesthood : Further, Jerusalem was the City 
that first flourtshed under the - public declaration from 
Heaven, i. e. the Lato, and the Priestbeod that was 
given, by Moses, which being given to Reason they 
could couch themselves under it, and say it come from 
God, though notwithstanding, they would act in it, or 
concerning it as they pleased: ALSO, let men profess 
what letter or declaration they will, couch themselves un- 
der it, and take it into the priesthood of Reason, they are 
in the same condition as was the Fews of Jerusalem; for 
except JESUS take the Man, Moses has already got him; 
and if men profess the Name of Jesus, and are in the 
priesthood of Reason, they will judge of it by the spirit of 
eason, because they have no other wisdom, so determine 
it al] in tHe wrong, which thing was done at Jerusalem con- 
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cerning Christ: Therefore Jerusalem flourisbed in its 
power and priestbood, till Christ came in spirit to his Elect, 
then it was left desolate and destroyed; and it is the very 
same at this day, for men have the Letter, and take it 
into the wild priestbood of Reason as the Jetes did, and 
there judge what is exceptable to God, and what is not, 
and this is as much the city of Jerusalem as the former 
was, for it is the spirizs and acts of the people that com- 
pose this City, and this Jerusalem may flourish in the 
eyes of men till Christ come; then men will be disturbed 
in spirit, divide in anger, enter into a spiritual war, and 
lay wait to kill each other in the spiritual; for many will 
hold forth and say, / am of Christ, a mine is the 
Way tor salvation. 

Further, when Christ come in epirit the voice of him 
through his Messenger centers to the womb of Faith, 
quickens it into life, and it is 7afen into the royal priest- 
hood of Faith, then the world 1s 1n a manner- ended to 
the Elect, why ? as they are taken into a new covenant 
and priesthood to go into regeneration, and must seek a 
new Kingdom which is of Christ, then he will be with, 
and help them to overcome this world, even to the end 
of this life: Also when the soul is taken into the priest- 
hood of Faith, the priest hood of Reason in him is 4% 
behind desolate, for he must not excuse himself in that

Prerst- 
Hood of Faith, that Christ should rule over them, for this 
is the Mountains that the Elect are commanded to flee

Moreover, when those things come to pass in the soul 


of man, he may look for CHRIST, it being a Sign of 


bis coming; then the mighty «works of Faith, and grrow 
will begin with him, for he must- bear temptation, and 
anger from his enemies; His own House will be divided 
against him, and seek to overthrow him, by tempting or 
driving him from Christ, and his own spirit of Reason 
will threaten him with distress, poverty, and shame, (in 
the eyes ofmen) on the one part, and promise him great 
happiness on the other, if he will but hearken to him: 
But this must 0 be done, and the temptation bore 
with; and man will find to bear this temptation, he will

mg or bright Star that appears in the East, and gives the 
Sign of the SON OF MAN, also guides the Virgin 
daughter of Faith unto the Sox of man; and she is given 
to him, and talen by him, in holy marriage through 
the juſtice of the Father: So the holy Spirit of Christ 
from Heaven is the Jightening that cometh out of the east and 
Shineth even unto the west, i. e. the Spirit of Christ shine 
for regeneration, to the pure Virgin daughter of Faith and 
return to HIM again, by divine incense, and this is the 
royal and true priesthood of Faith, which Reason never 
can enter into, although they may transform themselves 
into the Messenger's declaration, even in the Messenger's 
day ; therefore they cannot tell from whence this light come, 
and whither it go: But Reason will grow angry at this, 
and preach a Chriſt of his own conceivings on the letter, 
go forth and war against the true Christ, and his royal 
Priesthood, and prophecy to iempt and deceive the Elect ;

Signs and observations of Reason but by those tokens in 
the royal prieshood of Faith, which is the Road for Christ, 
as there HE will come to gather his Elect ; but Reason are 
gathered in their own priesthood, under the power of the 
angel in ju: tice: Ver.

MOROVER (Ver. 29.) JESUS said, Immediately 
© after the tiibulation of those days, shall the sun be 
« darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, and 
ce the stars shall fall from Heaven, and the power of the 
« Heavens shall be haken.“ Those days of tribulation 
are the days when the mighty works of Faith are worked 
against the powers of Reason, death, hell, &c. both in- 
, ternal and external; also the days of prophecy even in the 
gor I vale of death, that Christ will come to redeem 
them from under those powers; for this must be done in 
or by Man to be found worthy to be called under the 


justice of the Father; which when done, _— 
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of his Heavens are sbaken, i. e. although he has propheried 
of, and expected the Son, yet he must go through the 
justice of the Father to the mercy of the SON, or no life 
eternal! Therefore the SON is indeed garkened to the 
soul! and the moon 5hall not give ber light, i. e. all the 
peace and joy he had in or with the declaration of the 
Messenger, power he had over the souls of other men 
thereby, all the hope he possessed by the promise, and 
all the flow of waters in the given priesthood of Reason, 
which is to be enjoyed in the days of a Messenger: Now 
those things shine sweet ly in the soul, but it is as Moonlight, 
yet they are stopt, or turned io blood in the soul of man: 
AND the stars shall fall from Heaven, i. e. all his revela- 
tion and assistance from Heaven to remove internal moun- 
tains, and even the prophecy of Christ to come, which are 
heavenly Stars to the soul, in the Moonlight glory to 
Faith, yet they will Fall from their glory, as the flower- 
root droops her flower, at the time of great drought or 
distress : Yea all the power and excuses of Reason is cast 
off, even as à tree cast her untimely fruit, at the time of 
great trial and distress: In this manner will the power of 
the Heavens be Shaken, in and to the soul of Elect man: 
For when the soul is called under the justice of the Father, 
and asked, what he has done to save himself, or is he 
yet united to the high merciful covenant of CHRIST for 
Salvation ? Then the answer is no! And his whole power 
of Faith is here inquired for !\—Then, man will find he 
has no power to save himself, and wil. s/and helpless, naked, 
and bare before this Justice, only, the prayer of Faith 
is not stopt in him: Therefore the justice of the Fa- 
ther is opened to him and through it it he must 
go or no life eternal; for theie is Death and Hell ready 
to swallow up the soul; He may look back from 
whence he came but those waters are turned to blood, 
and no more life there! For all the flow of those gceet 
waters that he possessed under the Messenger as Moon 
lizht, cannot bine in the soul; all his revelations and 
prophecy, in those netber waters under the — 
| whic 
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which are Stars to the soul, are fell from that Heaven 
and cannot give their light; and the Son is darkened by the 
justice of the Father; and the Heaven he possessed is

Those Angels are his Messengers that come out in his, 
covenant of grace, to call the Elect from the Heaven af 
Reason to the nether Heaven of Faith: Also understand, 
that JESUS himself gathers his Elect where his Mes- 
gengers are not, for by the influence of his merciful spirit, 
HE in secret guide them, and his divine nature's Voice is 
an Angel that calls the Elect to himself, to receive his 
royal and merciful Scal for eternel life; and when HE is 
graciously pleased to send one back, he is a Messenger from 
JESUS according to the hour of the day, and must call 
the Elect; but there is not, nor possible can be, any

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thing done in the Compact and Priesthood of Faith, 
without the divine assistance of JESUS from Heaven, 
for all the quickening power to Faith, for to bring Life 
out of Death, is in and of the Sonship of GOD: So when

theretore Noah only was found a just man and perfect in 
his generation; for God saw the wickedness of man was 
great and that every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was evil continually, and the earth was filled 
with violence: Now as Noah was perfect in his generation 
before God, he walked with God, i. e. he was obedient to 
Gad, and God made his intent known to Noah, for then 
the earth was filled with _ 72 Pirit of Reason, that 
5 2 | it 
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it was hard to find one born of the royal linage of F uch, 
to be capable of regeneration for the kingdom of Christ: 
SO as the end of all ſlesb was in the sight ef God, then he 
inspired Noah to build an ARK of safety for all to come 
into, that was found worthy to be saved from the deluge; 
also it grieved Noab to see the wickedness of men, and 
vexed him to the heart; because he warned them to 
flee from their evil, that they may escape God's zwrath ta 
come, and they would not, but thought him a fool, and 
treated him with contempt and scorn, for warning 
them to fly from their evil, as if they had all power 1n 
themselves, and their going on was right, which was in 
a regardless manner to Virtue and Truth ; for they fol- 
lowed: their own wild and loose inclinations and dezires, 
and excuse themselves according to their own will which 
was the steps of old Cain, and like him became men of 
renown, build cities, make great settlements and gather 
the treasures of. the earth, then they may eat, drink, and 
be merry ; and marry each other that their names may be 
enrolled in monumental earthly great ness, till the flood 
came and destroyed them in the height of their glory : 
So Jesus said, For as the days that were before the 
* flood, they were eating and drinking, marrying, and 
“ giving in marriage until the day that Noah entered 
into the Ark: and knew not until the flood came, and 
&* took them all away; $0 Shall also the coming of the 
„ son of man be.“ 

' AGAIN, The sign of the 50n of man now appear in 
this present Messenger, who do declare the wickedness of 
this age 15 as great, and generation corrupt as in the days 
of Noah; and the end of all flesb is ut in the sight of God : 
Then as Noah was instructed by God himself, to build 
an Ark of safety, to save all that was found worthy from 
the deluge, so it is with the present Messenger, who come 
out from the grand ALTER of Faith, for he invites and 
and prays the Elect to come from the acts and designs, 
and from wallowing in the dark mire and filth of this 


wicked world, into the royal Pr iesthood and works of 
| Faith, 
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Faith, that they may be brought up to the spiritual 
birth, seal, and sanctification of Christ the king an Faith, 
which is the Spiritual ARK of safety, for then they sleep 
in the bed of mercy, to be raised to everlasting glory, 
while the fire of wrath, will on a sudden come upon Rea- 
son, and overthrow it with an eternal destruction: ALSO 
when this present Messenger do declare the will of God, 
and works of Faith, which is a warning to them, 
even as Noah gave warning, in building his Ark, but men 
are apt to excuse themselves by each others evil, which 
is abomination in the sight of God: So the present Mes- 
genger in the eye of Reason is troublesome, and they 
judge of him by the spirit of Reason, treat him with 
contempt and scorn; for the going out of Reason, 
is to seek and gather the ricbes of this earth, make 
great settlements, build mansions, and give them names, 
eat, drink, and be merry, rule over the souls of men, 
marry, and give in marriage for, or into earthly greatness, 
and to leave behind great sums of money, possessions, 
mansions, &c. as an inberitance to posterity, that their 
names may be enrolled in monumental greatness for their 
acts, and have their own family praise: So Reason will 
act in their own filthy mire, excuse themselves in their 
own wild priesthood, then hold the Messenger in con- 
tempt and scorn, that it is a rare thing to find one capa- 
ble of regeneration to enter the Ark of Christ. 

Moreover, when the present Messenger calls or invites 
the Elect to come into the ꝓpiritual Ark, and they also 
may look for Christ to come, so it is good for them to flee 
from the sottish mire of Reason, 1. e. the world, and come 
to the Messenger, and priesthood of Faith, and work the 
works to be prepared for the Spiritual Ark, which is the 
Sea! and sanctification of Christ the King of Faith, for eternal 
glory: ALSO it gives Reason notice that the time of 
bis destruction draweth nigh, think what he will to the 
contrary, and suggest to himself what excuse he please 
in his own wild priesthood, that he may go on in his 
abominable acts: For as the Messenger is come to give

this notice, and declare the ll of God, therefore him 
or them that do not follow the Messenger are left desolate 
in their own wisdom on the bare letter (as aforesaid) to 
excuse themselves in their own evil, and by the evil of 
each other, and fall into death under the seal of the in- 
ternal Angel in justice, then they will find what the Mes- 
Senger said was true, but then their Heaven is over, and 
Hell began, for CHRIST will suddenly come to call his 
Elect to his glorious kingdom, and the cherubims will 
follow by the echo of his ALMIGHTY VOICE, then 
death and hell will also give up their dead unto eternal 
death ; thus Reason will on a sudden be overthrown in 

in his own wisdom, in death eternal, which is a livin 
death in utter darkness: Therefore BLESSED and happy 
are them who obey his present Call, leave bebind Reason's 
Heaven, which men will perish with, come into the royal 
priesthood of Faith, and go up to the seal of Jesus the 
King of Faith, which is the Spiritual Ark of Safety, 
that will bear the Elect up into eternal glory, when they

Selves in their own: wild priesthood; and by each others 
evil, and wickedness become such as would destroy ge- 
xeration, which is against the decree of God, to please

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themselves in their own lustful desires, and violent acts, 
for which cause God rained fire and brimstone from Heaven, 
and destroyed all in their wickedness, and they knew it

CHRIST mention the old cd, and cities of Sodow 
and Gomorrah, to the likeness of the destruction of the 
world, they being destroyed by the vengeance of God from 
Heaven, and so will the whole world; also those cities 
are found now the von of Man is revealed by his present 
Messenger, for many are striving for the wealth and set- 
tlements of this world, &c. which is its kingdoms, and 
excuse themselves; others for the kingdoms of the dark 
Spirit, which 1s to act against God, invade Heaven, and 
excuse themselves: Now those two kingdoms will cruci 
the Lord of life ; for although many has taken the literal 
declaration and would own themselves the sons of God, 
but by the letter strove to become men of renown in their 
own kingdom, so not regard the regeneration of Christ:

aforesaid places :>-NOW this, IS spiritually the Days of 
Noah, Lot, Egypt, or the Great city Ferusalem, that act 
against, and crucify the Lord of Life ; $0 mind what is 

written, and seek to enter the Ark of Christ. 
Further, I would have you nderstand, when aux 
nation, city, &c. is to be destroyed, a Messenger is first 
sent to prophecy against it, and gather the righteous from 
it, as Noah to the old world; the angels to Sodom, Jonas 
to Ninevah, &c, which prophecy was no more than in- 
spired Reason, because those places were of the wild 
priesthood of Reason ; neither was there any blood found 
to be spilt in them for the prophecy. and testimony of Christ, 
so their evils were natural: But when Moses uttered the 
given priesthood with the law, and the prophicies of Christ 
to come were recoided, then men took it into their tra- 
ditions, and became judges 1 in their own wild Way, not 
only of the law and given priesthood of Reason, 
but also of the prophecies of Christ to come, then 
this become the city of Ferusalem wherein is found the 
pirit of wrath and persecution against CHRIST and 
his Messengers ; for in this City is found the blood of 
Christ and all his Messengers, in and by persecution, and 
it is now in act against the present Messenger; therefore 
it is the divine Voice of Faith that prophecies against this 
City, and where the gocpel was declared, and persecution

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cause JESUS said, (Mat. xi.) . Woe, unto thee Chorazin; 
<. woe unte Bethsaida, for if the mighty works which 
« were done in thee, had been done in Tyre and Sidon 
e they would have repented long ago in sackcloth and 
56 ashes; but I say unto vou, it shall be more «tolerable 
« for Tyre and Sidon in the day of judgment, than for 
„ you: And thou Capernaum which art exalted untd 
« Heaven, shall be brought down to Hell, for if the 
« mighty works which have been done in thee, had been 
« done in Sodom, it would have remained until this 
« day; but I say unto you, that it shall be more toler- 
c able for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment 

6c than for you.“ Now Tyre, Sidon, Sodom, Gomorrah; &. 
being more tolerable in the day of judgment, is because 
their sins were natural and filthy evils, pride, covetousness, 
self design, oppression, &c. BUT 32 Jerusalem, 

and those places where the holy Gospel was d, and 
holy Spirit of CHRIST blasphemed, warred against and 
persecuted, then, those are Spiritual sins, which if men 
cannot be talen from in their bud, but left to go on with 
increase and die in them; then, this sin is 7xtolerable;and - 
cannot be forgiven in be days of a Messenger:of CHRIST, 
nor will it when the dead are raised, at the end of all 
Time; therefore more tolerable for a natural sin, than or 
that of blasphemy, and persecution of the holy Spinit 
of Christ: Also all natural sins are sealed by;the Angel 
of justice, so cherubical inspiration has, and ma pro- 
phecy against it; but it is the Spirit of, Christ that de- 


clares and prophecies against the unbelieving, Hing. 


hard- hearted, unmerciful, uncharitable, blasphemous, 
persecuting, and murdering gpirit of Reason, that wart 
against the SPIRIT and power of Cbriat; and this gpirit - 
of Reason is that which is the great city Jerusalem: 
AND I would men understand, the propheries of: Crit 
and HIS' inspiration, far transcend the frophecies of in- 
spired Reason; 80 Jesus said of the preaching of Jonas

Reason can be guilty cf ;—Now. if the external Angel 
catch the person, he is brought to public justice, or 
public censure and shame; but it is the wisdom of Rea - 
son to pass that Angel if possible by concealing his evil;

then Reason will do all he can to excuse himself and 
conceal: bis evil, and this self cunning to conceal from

Now those eyes are Faith, and its quick properties, and 
the true knowledge and experience in the works and fruits 
of Faith, the spirit of. prophecy, the power of God, 
and his divine wisdom : As first God created all things, 
and in that he knew all things, and their power; and 
that Faith fell under the power of death and hell, for 
hearkening to Reason, and that it would cost the godbead 
life that created it, to redeem it: Also that Reason is cast 
out, and kept from the Tree of Life, i. e. the mercy of 
the SON, by the cherubim and flaming ord, 1. e. the 
internal angel in justice: ALSO when God became 
man to redeem HE was under the justice of the 
Father, and well knew the voice of Faith, from the

tation: Again, HE had power to go through the justice

of the angel of Reason, and subjected to that power; 
but when the voice of God comes to fallen Faith, it 


quickens a new life out of that death which is the Virgin 


daughter of Faith born for regeneration, and to her 
comes the promise of Christ, and she will work the works 


of Faith and prophecy ; but the soul is incumbered with 


the angel of Reason, until the voice of God comes to 
Faith and calls the soul from under this angel in justice; 
and when this comes to pass, Faith has wings to flee from 


under that power, as Moses and others did: Again, when 


the Elect are called to the power and glory of the Father, 
or spiritual birth, Faith has also wings 10 flee thither:

and glory of that Kingdom, which he would gain to 
himself by his becoming a SON to redeem his Elect ;

IX; and 
in Ezekiel vision in that boot: Now as the cherubim 
fell into generation, the footing on which they stand is 
split asunder, because them that die in childhood, and 
the natural ideot will be raised cherubims to glory, to 
compose that heavenly host or giorious order in heaven 
above; and they will utter their Voice of salvation in 
the glorious morning of the resurrection, and continue 
it in all eternity; but them who live to manhood the

- MOREOVER concerning the mighty acts and power 
6f CHRIST in regeneration, and of his coming to 
judgment, as in Matt. xxiv. Then shall two be in 
& the field,; the one shall be taken, and the other left:“ 
This life and world is the Field for generation, where 
there is natural desire, bonds, union, and duty; and 
frail nature will have labour, trouble, anxiety, sorrow, 
and mourning; but at the same time, mind, not to be 
lost in those things, for the spirit of Reason will twine 
about, cleave to, and intermix his slime with your duty, 
then will desire and urge for that which cannot, or 
should not be done, and overload the soul, so that man 
will sink and be lost: But mind, CHRIS gather out of 
the Field by and for regeneration, and will have his own 
kingdom; $0 strive to enter into the royal priesthood of 
Faith to worsbip God and Christ, then you will know 
Moses, and your burthen be made more light ; for into 
this Field there is a desire to go, and many fall into 


ruination, madness, self- murder, and many evils both 


of body and spirit. ALSO, there is the Field of wild 
Reason, where Reason has his delights to go out, and 
walk to and fro the earth in his wild way, seeking to 
excel each other by their arts and emulations; and to 
gather up riches, strive against, contend with, drive, 
and enslave each other, to become great and shine in 
their kingdom, as if they would have the creation and

Also there is the Field of argument; i. e. to question 
and contend against the will, wisdom, and power of 
GOD : As, when a Messenger! is sent from God to de- 
clare HIS will and power, Reason will come to tempt 
him, and question, contend, and seek to overthrow 
him, but cannot; then he will walk 10 and fro by his 
imagination, and enquire by the spirit of Reason, and

cause what evil is in himself, he thinks it, and would 
have it to be in the Messenger; and sets great value on 
himself for his wisdom, then the question is, Whether 
the Messenger is of GUD or not ? or for why may not 
he be saved according to his former confidence? and 
why should God have regpect to the Messenger and his 
Mering, and reject him, for what evil has he done more 
than the Messenger? &c.
